How They Destroy Game in the Close Season. 

Des Moines, Ia. 

Editor Chicago Field: —The season is fast approaching when 
tbe game law of this state will be in force, and the true sports¬ 
man will obediently call off his dogs, lay bis gun aside and will¬ 
ingly give tlie quails and grouse a season of peace. But the be¬ 
ginning of the close season, is—in this uortliern latitude—usually 
the beginning of the wholesale depopulation of the game; the 
cause may be attributed solely to tbe deep suows and severe cold 
of our Winters, but the processes of extermination are various, 
among which is the destruction caused by the pot-hunter, who, 
recognizing no law hut his own selfish greed 1s enabled to track 
bis quarry through the snow and without one iota of sport or 
skill, to mercilessly butcher the shivering huddle. At this time 
of the year, the couutry gunner is also in his glory. Driving 
around the country with his team he picks off the chickens from 
tbe fence8, trees and corn cribs; be murders the quails in fence 
corners and about straw stacks aud does not hesitate to boast of 
it, for “the game law don’t amount to nothink nohow.” The 
trapper also, remembering his past harvests when be shipped 
scores of barrels of game labelled "Poultry” to Eastern cities and 
added a comfortable lining to his pocket thereby, looks eugerly 
forward to the Winter months when be can compete with the 
pork packer in slaughter and profits. These modes, with the nat¬ 
ural decrease by hunger, freezing ami wild animals are producing 
a constant diminution of our game birds, to an extent more 
alarming than could be produced by the legitimate use of the 
gun were the open season to extend from the first day of March 
until (he first of December. 

And now the question arises, cannot this illegal destruction of 
game be stopped! aud the answer is, to the great extent, Yes. 
And how! simply by the action of the state association for tbe 
protection of game and fish, an association formed for the ex¬ 
press purpose of securing proper legislation for tbe protection of 
game and the vigorous enforcement of all game laws. The first 
pawt lias been done and a law secured which leaves no loop-hole 
for an offender to escape, and all that now remains to be done Is 
to i tiijtluy ayrnle to are that luio enforced. There Is now in tbe 
treasury nearly tfiilO, the result of the tournament last Spring, 
which could he applied to this purpose, ami if tills is not sufficient 
the assessment of 110 provided for by constitution to each club 
could lie levied, and would uo donbt be cheerfully paid. The 
proper parties to move in this matter are of course the board of 
directors. Article IX., sec. 7, provides that "they shall have 
power to employ such assistants lor carrying out the work of the 
association as may be required." A couple of good detectives 
working on a fair salary with perquisites in the way of informers’ 
fees in prospect would do much to make this style of law-break¬ 
ing unprofitable and unfashionable, and the first part of their 
Investigations should be the case of Mr. Casa Hendershott, of 
Ottumwa, who Is operating one of those relics of barbarism—a 
quail net. The way is open, the course is clear, and what say 
you, gentlemen directors, shall it be douef 
Act. act In the living present.

We have three 
clubs, comprising a total of about fifty sportsmen, and among them 
many gentlemen of ability who cuuld“Tluublless frequently send 
you items of interest, but it is only now aud theu that I find a 
letter from Omaha. It is true lliai they ale from the able pen of 
“Bob White" (than whom an alder writer and more thorough 
sportsman never existed), yet it seems to me tout nearly every 
issue of the Cuiuaoo Field should contain something to show 
that we have sportsmen in Omaha. 

Tbe only trap shooting that we have had of late has been the 
monthly shoot for the “Collins Prize” (a handsome gold medal). 
These shoots call out our best men, and the contest iB always 
oue of iuterc6t. The medal is now held by W. H. S. Hughes— 
wbo, the boys claim, is as much tickled as a hen with oue eiiicken. 
Your humble servant astonished his friends (and himself more 
than aujone else) by winning it once, but at the next shoot it 
“vanished from bis sight like a beautiful dream,” and though he 
has since “come within sight” of winning It, yet there has 
always been some one else who “pulled the trigger a little 
harder,” or in some other way broke the bulls belter and carried 
off the prize. Will send you the score of our next shoot. Would 
send you the last, but our shooting was so far below the average 
of our men that I am afraid they would mob me. 

Game shooting is pretty well over for this season with the ex¬ 
ception of quails, of which we have plenty, and deer. Of the 
latter there has been none killed, as it is almost impossible to 
find them without snow. 

The letters of your correspondent, “Jack Snipe” always inter¬ 
est me greatly, aB they come from the neighborhood of “the old 
borne” where I lived in years gone by, and they often tell of 
shooting over the same ground where I have hunted before and 
during the war. 

This has strung out to a much greater length than I Intended, 
but I trust it will serve to show that we are not all dead in 
Omaha.

Neglected Opportunities. 


St. Loiua, Mo. 

Editor Chicago Field:—Now that the racing season of 1878 l» past. 
It appears to me to be a good lime to discuss the question of whether 
we get as much benefit from our many race tracks as they are capable 
of affording us, and ae far as my opinion goes, the question cannot but 
be answered In a decided negative. In opposition to the racing of all 
other countries, that of the United States seems to have fallen entirely 
too much Into the hands of the few, or to have become too strictly pro¬ 
fessional, and In consequence we deprive ourselves of a vast amount of 
amnseuient, which at a very small expense we might obtain with the 
facilities that are lmoet thrown at us, All of our great, and most of 
our small cities, boast tracks from which we might almost monthly 
derive amusement, at not only but little cost., but with great benefit to 
the rising generation ;| at present these are u-ed once, or at most twice 
a year. Great meetii-gs are held, at which the strictly professional 
element, not only predominates, but Is often even that solely repre¬ 
sented Taking a lesson from the customs of other lands, 1 do not see 
why these tracks should not occasionally, or even rmiuentiy.be utilized 
for small meetings at which the professional element should be alto¬ 
gether or uearly eliminated, and at which the gentry or farmers of the 
neighboring locality should rule the roost. In England we have hunt, 
yeomanry, and farmers’ races, held In almost every bunting district in 
nearly each month of the year; these meetings are pretty well self sup¬ 
porting: are the means of bringing Into friendly companionship all the 
■portiug classes of a community; decidedly Improve the riding powers 
of the young meu of the country; and. as they are almost entirely un 
accompanied by the Hoauergea-like roar of 1 he betting roau,are perhaps 
altogether unproductive of temptation or evil. Iff this country, where 
the principal sport Is dollar bunting, its youth has but few outlets for 
exuberant spirits In comparison with those offered across the water, 
and the absence of a pack of bounds, or comiug meeting, either on the 
flat or across a country, leads many a young man to king alcohol or 
the board of green cloth, who would be only too glad t-> exchange the-e 
for a burst with the bounds, or preparation fra coming local race 
meeting. In the face of the growing tendency of American youth to 
athletics, and out door spurts in general. It seems strut ge that those 
connected wiib horses should he disregarded, but it remains a fact that 
Ills so; as an int-laoce of which I may relate the following Duriug 
the lute race meeting at St. Louis, the question of fox hunting came op 
the tapis, and the idea of a local pack of hounds w-i* promulgated. 
Knowing that the severity of a Minnesota Winter precludes all idea of 
hunting, I wrote to Mr. Arthur Leon, the M F It. ami owner of the 
Fairmont pack, and obtained from him the very liberal offer of bring 
ing his hounds here, and homing the country for the season if his mere 
expenses were guaranteed; these, as the stabliug of his horses, kennel¬ 
ing of hie hounds and keep of his servant were volunteered, were abso 
lately almost nil. and vet so little interest was taken iu the matter that 
It fell through from -beer inanition. With one accord “they all 
began to make excuse" in a manner highly worthy of tho 
parable, and here It remains to be seen whether 1879 may 
oriug a more sporting feeling with it. Where in Eng¬ 
land a body of young meu are together iu a district where foxes do not 
prevail a drag-hunt pack is ofteu kept up, the hounds running a 
tral'ed herring, piece of rusty bacon or sponge soaked in auiseed. as 
keenly as the - red rascal," uud it Is In return for the privilege of rid¬ 
ing over their grounds that many of the farmers'race meet lugs are got 
up by those who follow the houud* over their winter wheat. Occasion¬ 
ally other returns are tendered them, a® for iu-tanae. st Woolwich, 
where, iu return for facilittrs giv n the Royal Artillery drag-hounds, a 
dinner to the farmers and yoemeo Is annually given. This is the great 
gastronomic eventof bucolic East Keut. and presents a strange and 
s-.mewhat anomalous signt. the ruddy farmer clad Iu well-worn lo- 
metliug clothes being there, and then seen only silting cheek by jowl 
with (tie blue and gold clad figure of the colonels of the most conserv¬ 
ative regiment iu the British army. A uew world of plate an t crystal 
is opened to the eyes of the wondering ••Giles,” and a veritable sym¬ 
posium ensures. It was one of th* se hunt dinners that gave occasion 
to Leech’s picture of the farmer turning round to the powdered waiter 
who had just given him a liqueur glass «,f curocoti. and while returning 
his glass of one thimble full capacity roarlug out: " Ar say, 
yoting tnon ar’l taki some more of that in a rooog.” Except at hunt 
dinners farmers dou'l s e much of curicoa. at witness another of 
Leech's, when a tenant having called to pay ibe parsou bis tithes, the 
clergyman poured him out a glass and left him for a few minutes to at¬ 
tend to t-ouie busiueee On re uruiug he discovered bis flask empty, 
and informed his guest of his horror in the words: "Mr. Jones that 
curacaa cost me two guineas a bottle." "And wnih every penny of it. 
your reverence,’ was simple-minded Mr. Joues’reply. Rut to return 
to our subject. Iu India there are at roost of the stations, besides reg¬ 
ular ra e meetings, two or more of wbm are called "sky” meetings 
held, which are, as a rule, for an inferior or unknown c a-** of 
horses, and for gentlemen riders. Two methods are adopted for keep¬ 
ing bigb-clusB animals oot: one, that of barriDg out horses that have 
won over a certaiu amount of money: the other, that of fixing a price 
at which auy horse running may be claimed at the end of a meeting, 
and i< uppems to me that the example might well be followed in this 
country. Thai a taste for mounted sports, even with ecarcely any at¬ 
tendant pecuniary Inducement to owners ie. hough latent, i» herei t to 
Americans, has become thorough v patent to me from my short resi¬ 
dence in Minnesota, where, in the district wblcb I lived In, there was 
three years ago. scarcely more than ooe attempt at a race track, for tlie 
anuual rating ou which it wae necesaar. to leiupt horses from Iowa to 
secure any k nd of field; an infusion of sport l.g young English blood, 
and tbe introduction by it of hurdle-racing ba« caused each neighbor¬ 
ing town and village to start a track, anti the Western farmers aud 
their sous uow quite hold their owu with the Englishmen at even what 
two vears ago watt to them a Urra incognita of sport, ibul of racing 
over timber. No purre worth wiuaing has ever been made up 
there, so that the love of sport and amusement mn*t be the reason that 
so satisfactory a result has been arrived at I huve there seen a farmer 
of over fifty years or age. aud weighing perhaps 190 pounds, bring out 
one of bifi team horses for a bnrdle-rnce. whilst his sou ol thirteen or 
fourteen yt-ars of age rode bis only other aulmal.and have.moreover.seen 
him pull off the race in good Enzllsh company. Not a pool Is sold at 
these meetings, which come off nearly moutbly during the open sea 
son.but three or four hurdle-races a day atiract the whole neighborhood, 
and a t wenty-five cent admission makes up just large enough purses to 
give inducements to owners to start tbeir horses and to pay expeust f. 
with the permanent machinery of the tracks of the larger cities the 
working expenses of a sky meeting would cost but little, and 
if arrangements were made to keep out bigh-clai-s animals or. in¬ 
deed, auy that have been inmates of a training stable for a certain 
number of months previously, I believe that such amateur racing 
would at once take root aud gradually grow into a tree of floe propor¬ 
tions. I see you* g gentlemen around me devoting a large portion of their 
spare time to amateur soldieriDg. with its concomitant drawbacks or 
late hours and irksome drill, and feel satisfied that the same class 
wonld find the greatest of pleasure, ambition, and health, if they could 
find the strictly amateur aud geotlemau’e race meetings of which l 
write brought to their doors. Alow admission fee would tempt ail the 
world and nia wife out of our lurce cities to a pleasant afternoon's 
racing, ai which tbe performers, noth biped aud quadruped, would be 
objects of personal Interest to the bulk of those attending, and would 

be sufficient to pay tbe few gate-keepers, etc., ihui would have tube 
entertained, ODd to give the moderate purses or trophies lb t would 
tempt local owners. A nucleus of eucb sky meetings is always to be 
found in a city In the comparative estimation that men hold their cat¬ 
tle In, and every facility should be afforded owuers for arriving at a 
public verdict on the merits of their horses. I have perhaps over-dwelt 
on hurdl -racing a* likely to be attractive, but I would by no mea s 
bar affairs ou the flat or even wheels. Local committees would be tbe 
best judges ol the Items necessary to produce an appetizing bill of fare 
Ou the constitution of these coramilteee everything would depend. In 
amateur above all other racing tney should be composed of meu "nans 
neur el sane reprochc and who could be depend- d on o repress tbe 
llrat a tempt at jockeying or roguery. Social ostracism as well ae turf 
expulsion i-h"Uld be tbe Infallible Nemesis of any one delected in mal¬ 
practices at, what are meant to be purely non-professioual gathering*, 
and if such were rigidly curried out, the general tide of turf morality 
would be raised and purified; as a recognizedly higher tone on tbe part 
of the Corlnihian elements of a racing community must by reflex action 
Clear aud purify ibe lower stratum of those connected with tbe turf.who 
practically live and have their being through the patronage afforded It 
Dy those who virtually furnish it wi'h tbe sinews of war. At Ural no 
doubt, we eboulo see queer specimens of horse flesh bestridden per¬ 
haps by queerer description* of Jockeys, but before long demand 
would create a supply of gentlemen riders, and ibe class of horses 
would improve "nart pa*m y " whilst many an owner or a good horse 
wonld start him for a medal or local puree, to be won in the prvaeuce 
of the ladye of hie love, who would say, ' vatic retro Sakanas'" to the 
flrat man who counseled him to enter a horse on the public turf

The Horses of the Turcomans. 


The National Trotting Association. 


A great deal baa been written by modern travelers respecting the 
merits of Turcomau horses; but perhaps no one has given a better ac¬ 
count or them than that which la to be found In Baker Pasha's "Clouds 
In the East.” 

Col. Baker’s first specimen was a small shooting pony, whose ac¬ 
quaintance he made whilst posting in Persia. Ue was so pleased with 
his performances, he sent to buy him, but could not succeed for nearly 
a fortnight, aud when he did appear be bad heeu terribly knocked 
about. From some fancied resemblance to his (treat namesake. Col. 

B. called him Cremorue. and he did credit to the name. A better little 
animal never lived, nor one mure peculiar iu his ways. On the plain* 
he was so fiery and Impetuous that It wa* difficult to bold him, but in 
the mountains he was lazy and a* uulel as a sheep He was an admira¬ 
ble shooting pony, aud wheu stalkiug Iu the mountains could be left 
for hoars by himself; and he never moved half a dozen yards from the 
spot. He wa* verv fa*t, a most untiring little animal, aud be could 
scramble over places in tbe mountains where oue would have thought 
nothing but a gout could keep Its fo ‘ting. 

Although he, like many other people, bad heard a great deal about 
the Turcomau thoroughbreds, Col. Baker found It very difficult to ob¬ 
tain odo of bigh-clasa reput- . 

The prices asked were enormous, but. thanks to the aid of a friend, 
he succeeded in obtaining oue. which be sent home to England, con¬ 
sidering that the importation of such a horse iuto this country might 
prove of iuvaluable use in adding staying powers to our thoroughbred 
Block. This horse, named •Merv," bus, we believe, done nothing as 
yet at stud to test the experiment There has scarcely been lime for 
that, but he Is in good hand*, and we may possibly bear of him before 
long. It Is hardly to be hoped that he will exert so great an influence 
on the English horse of tbe future as the Darley Arabian ha* had lu 
the past, bnt if he Is able to transmit a tithe of tbe sturdiness of his 
race to our iboronghbred stock we may rest a while and be thaokfal. 

Tbe extraordinary powers of endurance shown by these horses has 
been told aud re-tola till we have come to regard them as little more 
than "travellers’ tales;" bnt this author gives facts from hi* own expe¬ 
rience, which will g<* a long way to prove the truthfulness of even the 
wildest report* we have previously beard, and doubted. We give his 
description in his own words. "Now. what, in the Turcomau horse? 
It is probable that the race dates back originally, like our own thor 
ouvhb ed to the A'»b. But. the rac-; is uow dlstluot; and besides 
being s«* much larger, they far excel the Arubsboth in speed aud endu¬ 
rance. It ia reported that Tamerlaue brought upwards of H.UtiOof the 
best Arab u tires Into this country, and both Shah aud Abbas and Nadir 
Shah also Imported many Nedjedeh mare*. In appearance they more 
nearly resemble the English thoroughbred or race-horse than any other 
type, and average about the same height, perhaps, if anything. *tand 
lug alittle higher 1 have beard them described In India as having 
Iar^’e. coarse, plaiu beads; but those are Afghan boraea, and Dot true 
thoroughbred T -rcomans I have seen them wilh a very good action, 
but this is usually spoilt by tbe custom of tying the hind and fore leg 
<ff the colt on each side together. In order to make them ‘(.ripple or 
walk ‘disconnected’ at the fast, easy pace In which a Turcomau delight*. 
It is at this pace, about, five miles an boar, that they do their long, alow 
journeys; while tbe quick raids are made at. a alow gallop. 

"There can be no doubt that tbe pasturage of the Turcoman steppes 
i« peculiarly favorable to the development of the horse, lu the Spring 
these animals are generally fed un green food, but afterwards on bar¬ 
ley. chopped straw, and ciover hay. They are most, carefully clothed, 
but eland in the open air. The care tbat the Turcoman takes in cloth 
lug his horse wheu not In work is most sinuuUr. They have thick 
feltcoveriiuM made, both as boons and rugs/completely enveloping the 
whole body. It Is generally supposed that the Turcoman hor.-e ha* no 
mane, but this is a mistake. The fact iu. Hint tbe thick h« avy hoods 
wear away the mauu. aud prevent its free growth, aud theu the Turco¬ 
man trims or h* gs it, as we should say * Just us tbe squire iu olden 
day- followed on a humbler animal bearing his knight’s helmet, ao a 
high-class Turcoman is nearly a! way* followed by a yahoo, or pony, 
carrying bis heavy clothing. 

"Every horse i* carefully tested, and bis quality Is exactly known by 
th tribe; urn! a horse of extreme merit is most closely guarded, and 
never Hold except for a large sum. They are raced over long di-lances 
extending to as much as 40 or 50 miles; but they al-o have shorter 
races of five or six miles, to test speed. The horse* are sedulously pre¬ 
pared before being thus tried. Of course, all the horets Id the Turco¬ 
man country are not of high quality; and good, hardy, usefnl animals 
averaging about 15.8 in height, cau be purchased for from £15 to £«JU; 
wherea* a very high class horse will sometimes fetch between £400 and 
£500, or even more. The Turcoman ia quite as gentle asthe Arab, and 
geuenlly more quiet and sedate In bis ways and habits, whilst equally 
courageous. 

"That they would prove ns fast as the best English racehorses for 
very short distances it is,difficult to believe, for they have not been 
bred wholly for speed; but there la ao reaeou to donbt that they would 
hold their owu in our long rat e*. Their stamina and general powers 
of endurance are certainly far in excess of those of the Brillsh thor¬ 
oughbred horse. It is melancholy for any one who knows how our 
Indian cavalry are mounted to think that within easy reach there is 
tbi* splendid field for the purchase of the finest aulmals iu the worid. 
but which we persistently refuse to develop; It would Interlere with 
the Indian studs and their vested rlgbta, which produce very bad ani¬ 
mals at a ruinous cost. 

"The whole pride of a Turcoman consists In a reputation for bravery, 
cunning aud endurance, earned In tbeir numerous cbapaouls. M. 
Ferrii r a Frenchman, well acquainted with Central Aria, gives such a 
vivid desor ption of the preparation fur and tbe execution of one of 
these raids, that I prefer quoting his very words; 

“ The rapidity with which the Turcoman* accomplish great distances 
on tbeir pillaging excursions is really inconceivable. Tne f-Jlowii.g is 
the manner in which they prepare for them. When a chief is deter¬ 
mined upon matiiDg a fora . be plants bis lance, surmounted by his 
color*, into the ground in front of his lent, and a crier iuvltus all good 
Mussulmans, iu tbe name of the Prophet., to range themselves under 
his banuer. and join In tbe raid upou the Persian infidel*. Ilia wishes, 
however, arc: no low to auy of the tribe?, for the Turcoman enjoys tbe 
most perfect liberty; and those only who have confidence iu their chief 
ride up and strike their lances into the ground near his. tbe signal that 
the volunteer has decided to follow h a fortunes. When the chief 
thinks that he hasaa^emi led a sufficient number of jpen to ensure the 
success of tin* expedition, he names that day month as the day of de 
parture. this time being requir'd for each man to get his horse into 
that high stale of condition without which he could not support the ex¬ 
traordinary fatigue and hardship* he has U> undergo. During this 
mouth tbe forage of a horse for twenty-four hours consists of bix 
pounds of hay or clover bay, aud about three pounds of ha-ley. or one- 
half the ordiuary quantity oi corn. Thl* reduces the animal consider¬ 
ably in flesh, which i* the object in view, the A-el step In his truiniug. 
Hie pace improves under it, and be is thus prepared for the strength¬ 
ening and somewhat singular food which be Is subsequently to have. 
The horse ie then put to his fall speed for half an hour every day, and 
Is not. fed for some considerable time after he comes In. 

" ’Very Utile water is glveu him. and If be l* eager to drink, It isa 
sign that hnou.b to fast a lit tie longer, but this training nev. r exceeds 
a month. The thirty days having elapsed, the Turcomau* lake tbe field, 
each of them with two horses; tne one, the charger which has been 
trained in the manner described, tbe other a yahoo, or inferior animal 
used for burden, wblcb the Turcoman mounts on leaving hie aoul (en 
cainpmeui). and which carries him to tbe Persian territory. This fol¬ 
lows him without saddle or bridle, aud uever stray* from the party, fur 
both have been accustomed to follow tbeir master like dogs from the 
time they were foals. The first day’s march seldom exceeds three par 
a*ang;* tbe second, four; the third, five; and the fourth, six. When 
they arr.ve at this point the Turcomans charge the forage of the charger 
and substitute four pounds aud a quarter of barley flour, two pounds 
of maize flour, and two pound* of raw sheep’s tail fat, chopped very 
floe, all well mixed ano kneeded together. This Is one day’s ration, 
without either straw or hay. The h rae* are very foud ol this food, 
which is given them in balls, and puts them in lip-top condition; and 
after having been fed In this manner for four days they are capable of 
supporting the longest forced marches. Then, aud not Lill then, tbeir 
masters mount them, and prepare for the work of pillage.' ” 

"Why this country should produce such horses, is. Indeed, singular. 
Why ou these deserts tbe Arab should have grown into an animal more 
like an English racehorse than any other horse In the w rid, but with 
powers of endurance equalled by uo other race, is beyond compreheu 
stun, And here, whilst, there is a perfect dearth of horses In India, any 
number may be procured fur u third of tbe suai given for slud-bredsor 
Australians. Y« i wo have never dug into this mine of wealth, and never 
shall, for it will soon pass into other hands. 

"British agents stationed at Meshed aud Herat might purchase horses 
from that part of Tarcomanla at. prices varying from £10 to £30, which 
would be Tar superior, boLhlri size aud quality, to those now produced 
at so much trouble Bnd expense, and they might easily be sent down 
by Afghan agents to Bhlkaspoor. In no country would It be more easy 
to keep a reserve of horses for the cavalry and arllllery."t

Swimminoth* Hobse.—T he following hints ae to the manner In 
which a horse should betaken through a stream, will he found useful: 

-It Is astonishing bow foolhardy most men are in venturing Into deep 
water on horseback. Many a man has been ycara In the colooy with¬ 
out having had occasion to attempt swlmmiug a horse; but hearing It 
spoken of ns a trifling matter, he fancies It comes as usturally for a 
horse to swim with a mu on hie back as to walk or gallop. On the 
contrary, not above two or three horses In a hundred can carry a man 
safely over a river or stream or any width, and very few men have tbe 
nerve coolness, and presence of mind to leave a horse alone and let 
him swim. A horse with a man’s weight on his back naturally alnke 
very deep Id water, and many horses, before they attempt awtmming, 
keep feeling for bottom with ibelr hind legs. Unless a man la accus¬ 
tomed to swimming a horse, he gets nervous, begins pulling at tbe 
reins, and theu It Is all np with him. The horse get# frightened, strug¬ 
gles, rol Is over on hie side, or comes right over backwards, and proba¬ 
bly gives bis rider a kick that pan an end lo all h s chaucea of getting 
ashore, in my opinion no man should go into deep water of any 
width who cannot swim, and a swimmer should take off hia clothes, 
pnt I hero In front of Ms saddle, nnhnckle bis reins aud then he Is 
ready rot any emergency. The lltglect of Ibis latter precaution gen¬ 
erally drowns Ihe horse, as bis foot gels caught in the bridle I have, 
however, seen many a man who could not swim get safely across a river 
by driving his horse and catching bold of his tall,”

Effects of Earthquake on Horses.— A remarkable instance of 
effect of earthquake ou the nervous susceptibilities of high-bred 
horses 1s related by a Continental stud-owner; Ou the occasion of the 
shock of earthquake experienced in the Rhine district, and espe¬ 
cially in the neighborhood of Cologne, at the end of Angnst last, every 
horse in his stable refused bis corn for a week afterwards, and oue ani¬ 
mal, a stallion, declined food of any kiud whatever lor the first two 
days. At the end of tbe week they returned to tbelr usual habits, ap¬ 
pearing none tbe worse for tbe temporary abstinence from their wonted 
food. _ 

Trotting in California.— At the Oakland track, on Nov. 23, tbe 
ten-mile trot between Controllor and Red Cross, was won handily by 
the former in 27 the fastest lime on record.

Fish Culture In Uermauy. 

(Translated for the Chicago Field.) 

CIRCULAR NO. 0, OF TUB DEUT8CHE PI8CIIEREI VERKIN. 

1. By permission of His Royal Highness, tbe Crown Prince of 
the German Empire and of Prussia, our Serene Protector, we take 
pleasure In announcing to the members and patrons of our as¬ 
sociation that In April, 1880, we intend to hold at Berlin a sec¬ 
ond international exhibition of the products and implements of 
sea and inland fisheries. The first general fishery exposition 
held under our direction In the year 1873 has furnished many 
suggestions for improvements In our fisheries at home, and es¬ 
sentially contributed to create an Interest in a rational care of 
the waters and the carrying of fish culture into wider circles. 

Of the second International Fishery Exposition projected by 
us we may expect equal, If not more favorable results, as since 
the year 1873 great progress has been made In the treatment, 
preparing and marketing of fishery product b, in fish breeding, 
aud in the manner of re-stocking the waters. 

On the other side, the connections of the German Fishery 
Association have widened so that we may hope for the success 
of our endeavors in giving the exposition a wider scope which, on 
the first trial In 1873, could not be atttained. We especially 
count, in this regard, on consignments from the United States of 
America, a country so closely connected with us in all efforts in 
the propagation of fishes. 

For a locality, the new exposition hall of the Agricultural 
Museum is very well adapted. We therefore have requested the 
Minister of Agriculture to grant us the free use of the same. 

As regards the expenses of the exposition we may safely ex¬ 
pect to cover them by the entrance fees. 

The exposition of 1873 required, under much more unfavor¬ 
able conditions, a total expenditure of 28,500 marks ($7,000), 
and with the experience then gained the exposition of 1880 
would give a much smaller deficit, as a great amount of expense 
could be saved by the free use of the building aud the arrange¬ 
ments therewith connected. 

Nevertheless, the treasury of the association will require a sub¬ 
sidy for this purpose, and as the financial result of such exposi¬ 
tions is a matter of chance, the covering of the cost must be 
guaranteed in all cases. This can only be done by voluntary 
contributions. 

In the board of the association the proposition was made that 
all friends of the undertaking should be invited to obligate them¬ 
selves to contribute up to fifteen marks ($3.75) in case that tbe 
accounts should show a deficit, and al 60 to collect subscriptions 
for tbe same purpose among their acquaintances. 

This proposition has already found great approval, and if it 
Bhould fiud sufficient support, the question of cost would be sat¬ 
isfactorily solved. 

In annexing the programme and conditions of the exposition 
we Invite all patrons of the undertaking who are willing to sup¬ 
port It in tbe manner mentioned to give their respective declara¬ 
tion and those of their friends in the form annexed ami send the 
same to the commission. 

The amountBseut will he accounted for, and the surplus of the 
exhibition will, according to a resolution of the Association, be 
expended for public use iu the fishery interests. 

2. In addition to the foregoing announcement and invitation, 
we would state that on tbe first apprisal of the intended expost- , 
tlon, the great real estate owner ol Silesia has offered a large pre¬ 
mium for the 6ame. May his example be followed. 

3. The deep Californian breeding trough, as described by Herr 
Von dem Borne, in our first circular of t his year fiuds such wide¬ 
spread attention that we have requested our honored member to 
give us some statements concerning the box, the treatment of eggs, 
etc. 

His monograph is annexed to this circular. Our readers will 
pleu6e contribute to its propagation. Copies of the same can be 
had at our bureau. 

Ou every water-mill in Germany,we repeat our suggestions that 
such a trough could be erected, and on every estate too, we 
would add, after having read the letter of friends in Hadersleben 
who had declared tbeir willingness to procure eggs of the sea- 
trout for us, but had at the same time confessed their inability 
to secure even their own supply. The article, they said, was so 
muchsought for iu that region, because in Denmark every owner 
of a large manor has a fish breeding establishment. 

4. In reference to communications made by Director Haack at 
Huningen, Mr. Von dem Borne, under No. 3 of the correspond¬ 
ence blatt, gives his own method of keeping eggs iu ice breeding 
apparatus, since by employing ice the temperature can be com¬ 
pletely regulated, aud thereby, so to say, the resolution of the Im¬ 
portant question of transportation has been given into our hands. 
We consider every practical hint in regard to the best ice appara¬ 
tus of the greatest importance. 

5. Our correspondence blatt brings under No. 2 the statutes of 
a Baden fishery association, as in North Germany the best forms 
for a fishery association are still sought after,we think it a service 
to many of our readers to publish them,

The “Herald” Interviews Prof, Baird. 

Upon the dose of his season's labor at Gloucester, Prof. Baird 
had occasion to stop ut Newport, R. I., for a few days, aud, upon 
learning this fact, the New York Herald seni up a reporter, who 
gives tbe following report of the interview ; 

‘•A //emit/correspondent waitud upon him for the purpose of secur¬ 
ing buuic information of the extensive work which he has been piose- 
cnling u-ihe Unitea Males Fish Cuniunstioner at Gloucester, Mass, 
lie was willing to impart cerium desired information, although averse 
to meutiouiug several matters which were still pending, und bin rea¬ 
sons for reiiceuce were perbap? natural under tue circumstances. lie 
commenced by suyiug Dial the operations of tbe commission at Glouces¬ 
ter, as cmiducietl for tbe pu.-tthrie months, bad ju<-l been brought to a 
close, so far as the investigation of the fishes were concerned, und the 
majority or tbe company hud returned to Iheir homes. Mauy eminent 
gentlemen had embraced the facilities furnished by the commission, 
me iiitiug Prof. Verrill, ol Yale College; Dr. barlow, of Cambridge; 
Prof. Asa Gray, Mr. Clarence King, Mr Sandersuu Smith, ProfessorG. 
Brown Goode and others, who were present the greater part of the sea 
sou. As ne.etofore. a government etcainer nan been at the command 
of the commission for the purpose of making investigation* of the 
'eronuds'and barks,’determining tbe extent and boundary of those 
already known und searching for new ones. 

AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 

Many important, additions to the present knowledge of the subject 
have been obtained. A large (Intruder, closely allied to the English 
turbot and not inferior to it in excellence as an article of food, was dis¬ 
covered. "Birango to say, however," said Profe-nor Baird, “it proved to 
be entirely nukuowu to the oldest ttatiermao on the Cape ibis being 
clue to the fact that it bud been taken by the beaut and trawl-a fish 
tug implement need alone by ib&JJuited States Fish Commission and 
by Froieesi r Agassiz in the United states,,although extensively cm 
ployed iu Great Britain for lbe capture ot murket Itab. The fish in 
question has ho small u mouth that one two feet iu length would be un¬ 
able to swallow an ordinary bailed book, while a small book would not 
be supposed to sustain its weight. It is Lbe belief of Professor Baird 
that several tons could be takeu daily by small schooners suitably 
equipped. Specimens of the fish submitted for critical exatuinaLiou to 
several well-known restaurateur* of Boston were pronounced by them 
to be excellent food fish. Besides tbe food (tab JustJref erred to, about 
150 specimens oi (tabes were added io the list of species inhabiting the 
waters of the United States, some of them new to science and others 
previously recorded, only, however, from such distant localities as 
Madeira, tbe deep sea oil tbe coast of Portugal or tbe waters of Green¬ 
land. 

DEEP WATER INVESTIGATIONS. 

Many observations were taken of the lemperalure aud density and 
cbemicul composition of the water at various depths up to 200 fathoms, 
with the special object of determining the physical couuitious which 
influence the movements and migrations of the cod. of the mackerel, 
the menhaden aud the herring. A most important scientific discovery 
was that of a new geological formation of the tertiary period off the 
cornu. Mosses of rock coutainiug characteristic masses ol fossils from 
all tbe best ttabiug localities, some thirty species iu all, were 
secured, a considerable number being unknown io science. A large 
mass of information was also secured iu regard to the rise, progress 
aud present condition of the great ecu fisheries, which have rendered 
Gloucester so famous, this Information relating more especially to the 
cod, mackerel aud halibut. 


QUESTION OF ARTIFICIAL PRODUCTION. 

Perhaps the most important work of the commission in the opinion 
of Professor Baird, aud upon which it Is still eugaged at. Gloucester, is 
the aeries of experiments iu reference lu ibe artificial propagation of 
cod. mackerel and other kinds of fisb. Should thuee prove successful 
It is easy to estimate the value to lbe country of au organization which 
hopes by the aid of suitable machinery,to be able to batch out annually 
hundreds aud perhaps tbousauds ol inlllious of these fish at u very 
moderate cost, in addition to its labors io connection with lbe sea 
fishes of tbe United Slates, the commission has continued me work of 
propagating shad and salmon on a very large scale. Twenty-three mil¬ 
lions of shad were procured at the station in Albemarle Sound and at 
the station lu Harve de Grace, on the Susquehanna river, and distribu¬ 
ted to every slate in the Union. Twelve and a half millions of eugs of 
California salmon, obtained at tbe United Btatea Salmou Fishery Res¬ 
ervation, on i be McCloud river, a tributary of tbe Sacramento, have 
also just been distributed throughout the United States. Generally tbe 
portion coming East would fill, in lbe regular packing cases, two large 
freight cars. The original bulk of the eggs Lhemeelves would amount 
to over two hundred bushels. 

in referring to the importance of his mission, the Professor said that 
the investigation of the sea and its bottom was as important sod essen¬ 
tial a- the investigation prosecuted in tbe West by Profeeasor Hayden, 
Major Powell, Lieutenant Wheeler, Clarence King and many others. 
The production of food was considered one of great Importance in an 
economical point of view, Irom the fact that the propagation of deb re¬ 
quired only the planting of eggs, while the raising of cattle and other 
kinds of food entailed a large expense. The population of the country 
was rapidly increasing, while the means of producing animal food on 
tbe land waa decreasing in almost like proportion, and it was the arti¬ 
ficial Increase of food fishes alone that the country could look forward 
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There must be no bleeding, no strong purgatives, but aperients 
and alteratives, merely sufficient to keep the bowels gently re¬ 
laxed. The animal should have rice cooked In beef tea for bis 
food every particle of meat and bone being removed. The quan¬ 
tity given at once must be small. Water should be placed within 
Its reach. Gentle exercise must be allowed. Tonic medicines 
must be given, the nitrate of silver is Invaluable In chorea; It 
should bo given In combination with ginger, in doses varying from 
one-sixth to one-third of a grain, according to the site of the dog, 
morning and night. If we discover the existence of worms, It 
will he necessary to give doses of areca nut. Counter irritants 
may be applied, such as blisters over the head, setons and the ap¬ 
plication of turpentine, but all of these will very often be of no 
service. Hopes may be entertained of the restoration of the ani¬ 
mal If be can only he kept alive to recover strength. Ou post 
mortem examinations made on dogs that have died from chorea 
•the principal seat of the disease seems to be located In the stom¬ 
ach there are always well defined patches of Inflammation In the 
viscera. 1 conclude that the stomach belog In a diseased condi¬ 
tion, the nervous system sympathizes with It. 

TETANUS. 

This disease, commonly called lockjaw, is not a common disease 
In dogs. It consists lit a violent spasmodic contraction of the 
voluntary muscles, caused from wounds, Irritation of the nerves, 
or from constitutional causes. It also occasionally at¬ 
tacks a dog when being heated In bunting, and then 
plunging Into cold water. Tetanus Is divided Into idio 
nathic and traumatic; according as It arises from constltu 
tlonal causes or .from Injuries; aud also according to Its 
effects, ss trismus, or.coutractlon of the muscles of the jaw: tela 
nut lateralis, or pleurostholonos, when the body is drawn to one 
side; opislhoto-ios, or bending nf the body backward; and 
eniproslhuloms, or forward Inclination. 

The successful treatment of tetanus is geucrally a hopeless 
affair. Any existing Irritation should be removed. The patient 
should be purged freely by cathartics, and Injections; bleeding 
should alsu be resorted to, and opium should be admiolstered to 
such an extent as the case will warrant, also Inhalations of 
choloroforra may be used. But excepting in the case of a highly 
prized dog, I would recommend the poor brute to be put out of 
his misery, as the spasms arc of a most painful character. 

The following Is an Interesting case of tetanus, observed oil a 
dog, by M. Debeaux, of the Koyal French Chasseurs: A favorite 
dog was missing. Four days passed, and no intelligence could 
be obtained with regard to him until he r, turned home, fatigued 
and half starved. He had probably been stolen. In the excess 
of their joy, the owners crammed him with meat until he be¬ 
came strangely 111. Ills throat was filled with froth, the pupils 
of his eyes were dilated, the conjunctiva was strongly iu jected, 
his neck was spa-modically contracted, aud the spine of his back 
was bowed, and most highly sensitive to the touch. M- Debeaux 
was sent for; it was an hour before hecould attend. The dog was 
lying on his belly; the four limbs were extended and stiff. He 
uttered the most dreadful and prolonged cries every two or three 
minutes. The surgeon ordered the application of a dozen leeches 
to the chest and belly; laxatves were given, and embrocations ap¬ 
plied to the spine and back. Three days passed, and the symptoms 
evidently augmented. The excrement was dark, and fetid, and the 
conjunctiva had a strong yellow tint. Leeches were again em¬ 
ployed; emollient lotions and aperient medicines were resorted 
to The sensibility of the spine and back was worse than ever ; 
the animal lay on his belly, stretching out hlB four limbs, his neck 
fixed, his jaws Immovable, his voice hoarse, aud he was utterly 
unable to move. The bathings, lotions and aperients were con¬ 
tinued, with very few Intermissions, until the 14th day, when the 
muscles began to be a little relaxed; but he cried whenever he 
was touched. Ou the 15th, for the first time, he began to eat a 
little, aud his natural voice returned; still, however, the spasms 
occasionally appeared, but very much mitigated, and on the 20th 
tho pain had entirely ceased. On the 5th of the next month he 
traveled two leagues with his master. It was cold and the snow 
fell. On his reaching home, all the horrible spasms returned, and 
it was eleven days before be was completely cured. 

Field Trials. 

Portland, Me 

Editor Chicago Field: —In my letter to the Chicago Field 
on the subject of “Nose,” written In April, 1878, 1 made especial 
mention of “false points,” and the excessive penalties therefor 
at Held i rials. I am glad to perceive, ou a perusal of the rules 
adopted for the Nashville field trials, that already au Improve¬ 
ment has been made In the rule applying to “false points.” A 
clause in Rule 9 reads us follows: “Any dog making a false point 
and discovering it to be such himself without encouragement to 
go on, shall not he penalized for making a false point.” 

This Is a move in the right direction, but there are still more 
needed Improvements to be made In field trial rules. 

Under the caption “Negative points for demerit,” in Rule 6, 
there are given as penalties “Each false point 8; esch chase 3; 
breaking sbot 3." Thus the dog that makes such a point as was 
instanced at the Minnesota field trials, where a bird was marked 
down and the dog, on being brought up, made a point at the exact 
place marked, but no bird was to be found there, Is penalized for 
a false point to the same degree as the dog that chases. Many 
such false points occur In field shooting, especially with young 

dogs* . 

The chase Is very likely to be made by a dog that lacks staunch¬ 
ness or thorough breaking, very likely both, and is one of the 
worst of faults. On the contrary many of the various false 
points are likely to be made by reason of the excess, If excess 
there can be, of those most desirable qualities, nose aud staunch¬ 
ness, as in such an instance as above mentioned, for example. 

Wbat sportsman would hesitate a moment In choosing, for his 
own sport, between tho dog that occasionally, or habitually, 
makes points on fresh Bcent where there are no birds, 
and the dog that occasionally, or habitually chases. 
In the majority of Instances such a false point will warn the 
sportsman that there Is game In the Immediate vicinity. But a 
chase--well, of virtues It has none, and its evils cannot be fore¬ 
seen or measured. I have still fresh In memory an Instance of 
the latter. It was while partridge (Ortyx vlrginiamu) shooting 
that we went far out of our route for the day to visit a field fre¬ 
quented bv four fine covies of birds never yet shot at. Ab there 
was a fine'covert of sedge grass and wheat stubble wc expected 
great sport. On entering tho Held one of the dogs, fast and wide 
ranging, flushed a bird from a scattered covey and gave chase. 
Whirr, whirr, whirr, rose one Bfter another of the covey, all out 
of range for the guns. I had not dismounted and sat calmly (1) 
watching further proceedings. The other dogs having beon im¬ 
mediately called to heel, the chaser had the field to him¬ 
self and seemed to appreciate the fact. His chase was but 6bort 
ere he flushed another covey, which was sufficient encouragement 
for him to continue, heedless of his master's shouting. Next a 
here was started and he abandoned birds for fur. As a courser 
this dog was a success, and his master failed to daunt him by a 
double shot, at long range, which evidently pricked him, but only 
as a spur, apparently. The other two covies were flushed, and 
having from our standpoint seen the four covies cross the creek 


by which the field was partly bounded we turned sadly away, not 
choosing to swim the creek, nor go several miles around, to make 
a further attempt on those birds. I think that If the dog had 
pointed all the fresh droppings or other scent, and made a score 
of fal6e points, he would not have caused any such disappoint¬ 
ment, vexation, etc., as was occasioned by the single Incident re- 
lated. 

In criticising the rules under whichjfleld trials are held, I do so 
upon the assumption (which I hope may sometime become an 
established fact) that tbe trials are to be a test and comparison of 
field qualities; not alone those qualities needed for the field of 
trial, but such as are needed or desired for the wider field sought 
by sportsmen in the pursuit of a variety of game. Considering 
a “chase” as a much more gravo offense than the ordinary “false 
pointB," there should be a corresponding difference In the penal¬ 
ties therefor. Although, when a dog chases a bird his master is 
apt to remark that he'll "catch It," yet no sportsman would 
really wish him to catch It, for that would be an offense second 
only to eating a bird. We wish the dogs to find birds for us, 
but desire to do the capturing oureelveB. 

Of course there are other sorts of "false points" than those 
particularly alluded to above, although the ones mentioned are 
the more common. It would be practicable to some extent to 
classify false points, and make a distinction between those made 
where there are evident signs of the recent presence of game, a» 
fresh droppingB, the accurate marking down of birds, etc., and 
such points as are made where there Is no trace whatever of 
game, or points on birds or animals that are barred by the rules. 
There should be no penalty whatever to a “false point,” If it can 
be conclusively shown, without unnecessary delay, that It Is 
caused by the scent of game. Otherwise the point should be 
pena'ized, but not to tbe same degree as a “chase.” I hesitate 
somewhat lu writing the last sentence, In the remembrance of an 
Incident at a field trial in England, whereat a young dog com¬ 
menced to point, or rather to make half-points, as soon as put 
down. But the handler (bis breaker) kept close to the dog all 
the time, urging him on, and he finally came to 6ome birds; and 
thus fortunately escaped penalties for false points. Although a 
wiuner at the trial, what sport would such a dog afford If It was 
necessary always to work him In the manner described? 

I have long intended to make some suggestions for improve¬ 
ments In field trials, but have used bo much space In speaking of 
the one Item of “false points” that I must again postpone. 
Since, however, I have made especial allusion to the Nashville 
rules,’ I would call attention to tbe fact that while the maximum 
merit figures for nose, and staunchness, are respectively 5 
(‘ each point") and “7” (“staunchness'’), a dog may be awarded 
“12” for pace, which suggests the pertinent Inquiry, Is it to be a 
coursing match ‘ If a dog failB to point, back, quarter, or re¬ 
trieve, he gets “0;" but if he moves he gets “1” tor pace. 

As a whole, the Nashville rules are excellent, and an improve¬ 
ment upon those adopted at the Minnesota trial, as Is especially 
noticeable In “Rule 9” of the former. Everett Smith.

If she has improved as much as her sister has 
she will get the flag up sometimes, even when running against 
the best dogs tn merry England.

The Manitoba Sleigh Dog. 

From the London Country we extract the foUowlng communi¬ 
cation from a gentleman In Manitoba, Dominion of Canada, as 
it is conveys the account of a most remarkable breed of dogs 
hitherto unknown to the general public: 

“I have sent you a sketch of a dog belonging to a half breed, 
Pierre Bissonette, which it appears to me, after a careful reading 
of Mr. Savage’s account of the Ulmer dog, which appeared In 
your issue of Aug. 8, must be of the same breed. Here they 
are somewhat common, but they are more so in the Indian camps 
in the West. Tbe French here have no special name for them, 
but call them, when asked to designate the breed “bull dogs.” 
Obviously they are not bull doge, for beyond the somewhat simi¬ 
lar head there is no resemblance. The following particulars of 
the one which I have sketched will give an Idea of It. 

At the shoulder it stands a little over 38 in., length from tip 
of the fore teeth to tho root of the tail 85} in., weight 218 lbs. 

In color it Is a very dark slate color or “souris” as it is called 
here, except on the chest, nndcr jaw and belly, which are a hard 
steel grev. There are also a few dark markings on the sides 
following the ribs, and the feet and end of the tall are nearly 
black, and so Is the muzzle. The jaws are very heavy, and the 
head broad, with the eyes widely and deeply set, fully 7 In. 
apart. The hair is short, smooth, and crisp, but rather long and 
bristly on the upper part of the neck. In the Winter this dog, 

I am told, turns nearly white. The cars are dark and hang 
down. When surprised It cocks its ears In a peculiar manner, 
and drops them almost instantly. In temper it is exceedingly 
■sullen, noticing no one but Its owner. When I tried to measure 
It, It decidedly objected, so I left it alone. For several years It 
has been used In a sleigh, but If it were not for Its great strength 
It would have no recommendation. Three of them are consid¬ 
ered equal to four or even five of the ordinary sleigh dogs, but 
they are always difficult trains to manage, frequently biting with¬ 
out any apparent provocation. They will draw 500 lbs. on a 
flat sleigh on a fair road for fifty to sixty miles n a day and do 
this for a week together; and on a travot one will draw In mov 
lng camp 250 lbs. to 300 lbs. As an example of their ferocity It 
has often happened that they have turned on their driver, and 
In spite of his whip, the lash of which weighs from 1} lb. to 2 
lbs eaten him. Of course there are many varieties of him, but 
the one under consideration is a good example. The natives say 
they were brought into the country by the Swedes and Norwe¬ 
gians, Whom the Hudson Bay Company hired many years ago.

Comparing this monster with the heaviest dogs known, we find 
him considerably exceeding them in height at Bhoulder and 
weight. British Lion, the heaviest mastiff known, weighed, when 
eighteen months old, 188 lbs. There are said to be St. Bernards 
standing thirty-five Inches at the Bhoulder, but there Is no authen¬ 
tic record of thlB, so that If the weight and measurements of this 
dog are correct he holds the championship, unless some of his 
own kind can win It from him.

Patching a Man’s Limb With a Dog’s Bone. 


It not (infrequently happens In ease of fracture of limbs that th 
the bones become united by a soft uulon—that Is, Instead of the so 
callous Interposed between the divided euds becoming ossified it cr 
Is earttlagiuous only. In such cases the fractured limb rarely 
becomes llrm again, and when examined a motion as of an 1m- ai 

perfect joint, which completely precludes any strength in the w 

limb, Is felt. Neglect is often the reason of Bucb non union, but g< 

various other causes, both constitutional and local, have also tl, 

been assigned for the failure of the proper consolidation of the d< 
limb. Various plans of treatment have been adopted for the at 
purpose of solidifying fractured bones, but the most interesting si 
and novel Is one in which a porltou of a dog’s bone was recently 
used by Dr. Alexander Pattersou, of tbe Western Infirmary at w 
Glasgow, as a means of procuring union. “ 

The case in question is reported at considerable length in a 1 
very recent issue of tbe iMncet. It appears that a marine engi fli 
ncer, whilst at sea, in January, 1873, sustained a simple fracture V 
of both bones of the left fore-arm, about an Inch and a half above ai 
tbe wrist joint. Tbe arm was put up in splints aud kept up for d 
some weeks. On tbe removal of the apparatus It was fouud that d 
the bones had not united. The man did not reach land until U 
eight months after the accident, and was admitted to the GIbb- y 
gow Infirmary, with the still ununited bones, lit October, 1873, 
nine month* after tbe accident. Three separate operations of 
Betting tbe bones were performed, one on his eutering the In- R 
firmary, and two others after intervals of three weeks aud a n 
month respectively. Each attempt to produce a union, however, si 
failed, and the Injury was aggravated by erysipelas setting In for v 
a time. Tbe patient eventually left the hospital, after remain- t] 
tng there three months and a half, without the bones having t! 
been united. In August, 1874, the uufortunate man was read- I 
mltted for the purpose of having amputation performed. The c 
hand and lower part of the arm below the fracture were then tl 
hanging and swinging about perfectly powerless. Although am- 1 
putation was unanimously recommended by the surgical authorl- ii 
ties of the infirmary, Dr. Patlersou was accorded permission to b 
make any possible attempt he chose at saving the limb. s 

The patient was, on the 14th September, placed under the iu- 11 

fluence of chloroform, while at the same time a retriever dog was t 
being anesthetized. Cutting down upon the ends of the frac¬ 
tured bone, and removing the fibrous baud which alone formed c 
the bond of union, the rouuded poluts were removed by the saw f 
and a hole drilled obliquely through eucb squared end. I his d 
process was repeated on both sides of the arm, when it was found v 
that an Interspace of about three-quarters of an inch existed be- t 
tween the two fragments Iu the meantime, one of the senior t 

students, and a very clever manipulator, had exposed the hume- i 

rus of the quadruped completely denuded of every tissue except f 
the periosteum. The length of the hone was accurately ineas- s 
ured (three-quarters of au inch), while from half an inch beyond i 
the end of the necessary length the perioBteal covering was rap- i 
Idly but carefully dissected, the bone sawu through, a hole drilled a 
in either end oblfquelv, as in the bone In the arm, where it was 
at once placed and fitted accurately. Wires having been passed i 
through the holes, the bones were firmly tied together. Tbe 
wound was stitched with silver wire, the bone sutures coming out i 
at each end of the Incision. The entire operation was eoqducted i 
under the carbolic acid spray. Tbe arm was put up in gauze, 
and held In two rectangular splints. < 

After the operation there was a slight tendency to sickness, i 
which was relieved by ice. On the 15th the wouud was dressed, i 
and one or two of tbe stitches removed, as there were sigus of i 
tension and a alight blush around the sutures. Tincture of opium ] 
(twenty five minims) was given to induce sleep. 

By the 3d November a uuton had taken place, and the wires 
were removed on the 38th of the same month. The fracture had 
then all the appearance of being firmly united, and the patient 
was dismissed with orders to return weekly for dressing and ex¬ 
amination. On leaving hospital boracic lint was used as dressing. 
One small wound remained open for twelve months, when the 
dog’s bone, reduced to about half its size, came away, after which 
the wound healed completely. Shortly after this the patient re¬ 
sumed his former occupation, at which he is still engaged. lie 
remains In perfect health, and retains a very useful arm. Think¬ 
ing of Ollier’s experiments with the periosteum, of the trans¬ 
plantation of skin from an amputated lltnb to ulcers, and of the 
transference of the mucus membrane of the rabbit to the human 
eye, Dr. Patterson says he “had some hope that the strange bone 
might have found a new home for itself io the human arm; fail¬ 
ing which, I knew it would secure perfect alignment of, and stead¬ 
iness in, the ulnar fragments. Should a similar case occur again, 

I should adopt the same process, still hoping that the two bone6 
might become one.” 

This case Is certainly a triumph of surgical skill, as, although 
we believe similar experiments have been tried in China, they 
have not been attended with the success that accompanied that 
made by Dr. Patterson .—Land and Water. 

Malcolm —A Good Word for Gordons. —Baltimore, Md.— 
Editor Chicago Fmd :—The 11th day of November found two 
ardent sportsmen in Vlrgiiiia fully prepared to slaughter quails. 
As success in everything of this kind depends Jprgely upon the 
dogs, allow me space to speak of them. In the first place, they were 
all Gordons. The oldest a bitch June, four years of age, true, 
staunch and without a fear of briars; the proudest dog on a 
stand I ever saw, and the best retriever for crippled birds, 
reading them into the thickest places and always delivering with¬ 
out a ruffle of a feather. Next, a dog, Malcolm, two years and a 
half old. If 1 mistake not, you have seen this dog when you 
visited this place last Spring during the bench show. (He was 
not exhibited.) Whatever promise he then gave of value were 
far exceeded by bis performances in tbe field for the three days of 
our hunt. The third dog was a puppy, nine months old, out of 
these two, a black whlte-and-tan. He may be dismissed with the. 
general remark that he was perfectly staunch in tbe field, a good 
retriever, aud showed most wonderful endurance, for he bunted 
alongside of the old dogi the whole time, doing some very pretty 
work Indeed. Another year and I doubt if there will be a better 
dog iu the state. 

The two old dogs we,re marvels Indeed. Their keen noses 
frequently told of birds fifty yards off, and in one instance I do 
most positively assert the dog Malcolm stood a covey nearly 
eighty yards, for the puppy coming across the wind, and uot see¬ 
ing tbe dog standing because of intervening bushes, stood until 
the old dog drew closer, say within ten yards, and they Btond 
together until we put the covey up. On running birds 1 saw him 
time and again break his stand, and head them off, holding them 
until we could come up, and once while all were standing he 
backed out, ran around to a drained ditch, stood up on it and 
actually divided the covey, holding half between hlmBelf aud the 
other dogB, they still standing firm. How he knew that part of 
the covey was running Is a question I leave you to explain. 

The wonderful speed of this dog is hardly to be credited. His 
racehorse gait is so far ahead of any other that after the first hour 
it is useless for any dog to try to follow him. He always starts 
from the wagon at this wonderful, speed, and returns to it at 
nightfall apparently as swift as when he left in the morning. 
Certainly, he covers more ground twice over than any dog I ever 
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saw, aud quarters It so thoroughly that It Is useless to make a 
second cast across the field. Indeed, If possible to bunt against 
the wind he carries his head so well up that he always made birds 
so far ahead of any of the other dogs that they rarely got the 
chance to do more than back him. 

Not a single flush did we have duriug tbe whole three days, 
and I verily believe the dogs could have hunted tbe week out 
without showing signs of fatigue. Good food, good beds aud 
good care are the helps for a successful trip, aud you may he sure 
they had that. Can you wouder at success with such dogs! We 
do not profess to he great shots, but we could uot help killing

field trials here would not have tested this question, for the 
Western men declined to enter when you called for names and 
asked, “Who next!" By-the-by, this dog Malcolm was the only 
dog named Tor entry at that time. I have no Interest m theae 
dogs nor do I own them, hut I do like to see a good one. I like 
to tell about It. Come, give us a day or two to test him with 
you. _ RlN Ros ' 


Retrieving as Affecting Stauscuness. —London, Can.— ai 
Editor Chicago Field:— Now that the subject of retrievers and ti 
retrieving is being discussed, let me have a word to say on the si 
subject. I do uot desire to dictate, but simply to express my si 
views with the intention of drawing others to do the same, so a 
that we may gather from the experience of practice whether re- V 
trleving is detrimental to tbe ganie-fluding qualities of a dog. " 
I will only look at it from the point of lessening staunchness a 
caused by retrieving. A dog is taught to retrieve, goes out in p 
the field, finds game and on Its betug shot Is sent to retrieve It. h 
The bird may be only crippled, and when the dog takes hold of tl 
it or goes to do so it jumps and flutters. By the laws of his li 
breeding he should stand that bird without advancing, and 
should wait for his master to come up and shoot at it or gather 
it. But by the instructions he has received to retrieve it, he huB 
to transgress the laws of his second nature and grab the bird. 1 

Now the bird Is not dead, but llutters in his mouth, filling Ills 
nostrils with the fullest measure of scent and utterly vitiating it * 
for further use. Even as a mao over-filled with wine would find 
difficulty in discriminating. I will illustrate just what I mean 
with an anecdote. In the old hard-drinking, days there was a cer¬ 
tain army officer who was a splendid judge of wine and boasted f 
be could, blindfolded, tell the name aud quality of any kind of - 
wine presented to him to taste. A wager was made by a pro- j 
fessed practical joker, the taster was blind-folded and several 
wines were in turn presented to him aud each correctly named. 

At last tbe joker advanced with a glass of sherry and presented 
it. A cloud crept over the face of the taster. “What is it,' No 
answer but, smack!! smack!' suiff!! ^sniff! t “What is it man t 

“-if I know; it tastes like good Amontilado, but it, smells 

uncommon like fruity old port.” He lost his bet; and howl 1 
Tbe joker had a cork fresh drawn from a bottle of old port held 
in the hand in which the glass was held, and the puzzliug odor J 
so near his nose baflied his keen taste. 

Again, most men as soon as their bird is down send on the 
dog at once to retrieve, so that the dog may be busy w.dle he is 
reloading. This gets the dog into the habit of starting off as 
soon as the gun fires, and he soon gets to be guided by the sound 1 
of tbe gun instead of by the order of his master; and this habit 
is strengthened if the dog is used as a wild fowl retriever. 

We do hear of wonderful dogs returning with a dead bird in 
mouth pointing a live bird In cover or on the ground, but we 1 
hear of it so rarely, and as a rarity, that we may accept such oc¬ 
currences as very exceptional, A dog so returning is very liable 
to flush birds, that may be lying between the point the bird was 
retrieved from and the place his master has moved to, aud 6ucli 
a'flush would be perfectly excusable, yet how wild a man would 
feel if that bird or covey was the last he should come across dur¬ 
ing tbe day; and this fate Is quite possible now that our game 
birds are being so rapidly exterminated.

It was only the other day at Marseilles that M. Gambetta. tbe virtual 
dictator of Fruoce, In a speech reviewing the sitnation of European 
affairs, drew attention to the excellent markemanehipjof the Bwlaa, and 
eulogizing their system of rifle education advocated a more thorough 
system in France. 

M. Gambeita does well to eulogize the Swiss marksmanship, but he 
seems to forget that the English volunteers are superior to the Swiss 
riflemen ; in fact.that English volunteers, os a body, are tbe best marks¬ 
men in the world. Their marksmanship is due to practice and study 
ae well aa good weapons. Every rifle corps bus its sergeant and officer 
instructor of musketry, aud every volunteer of good standing has to go 
through u theoretical training in the 1 science of musketry as well as 
practical and theoretical training in the cleaning of arms, which in ¬ 
cludes the diking to pieces of his rifle aud re-assembling it. By these 
means a man becomes thorough master of his weapon,and iu case of au 
accident knows wbat is the matter and whether he can remedy the evil 
himself or needs take his piece to the armorer. 

In our country we have a small skeleton of a standing army and a 
suppuHed extensive organization of National Guards iu every state. 
But I feel safe in saying that these state troops, outside of New York 
state, are mere ornaments for festival purposes. They are armed for 
the rnont part with weapons far behind other- armies of the day, and 
know absolutely nothing of the inferior weapons they carry, and i 
doubt very much if there could be fouud teu men outside the regimen¬ 
tal or company staff of many regiments of state troops who could dis¬ 
mount and assemble the locks of their rifles. I doubt if there are ave 
men oat of those ten men who can clearly explain the th« ory of the 
flight of tbe projectile. It may be said that it is asking too much of 
them,and that the rank and file are not expected to have this knowledge 
They are expected to shoot, however, aud I say that it is impossible 
for a man to shoot successfully who does not know tbe principles gov¬ 
erning his shooting. Any man can barn powder and waste lead, but 
a roan (o shoot must know what be baa to do and how to do it 

Modern warfare is no longer the ding-dong affair even of our late 
unpleasantness, and tbe Franco-German war clearly showed that the 
game was to be played at long range. Jackson’s famous com¬ 
mand : ** Wait till you see the whiles of their eyes. boys, then 

give them -would be of little avail now. for those who waited 

so long would,most probably wait iu the hospital or in eternity, having 
too soon received notice that that kind of game did not do in these 
days. 

No! with arms of precision we mast come to teaming precisely how 
to ase them and to take advantage of their excellences. Why was it 
even eighteen years ago that the vast forces at tbe command of the 
Federal Government could make no headway? Because they wore al. 
first undisciplined hordes, ignorant of war or weapons. We now have 
the prestige of making the best long-range riflea in the world; yet, 
with this advantage, we are altogether behind European nations, any 
one of which could put one buuared thousand men iu the Held which 
to morrow would sweep away, by dint of sharp shooting, two hundred 
thousand of our men. Not that they have belter men or better guns, 
but they have all learned that we have good gnoe and taught their sol¬ 
diers to ase them, aud not merely consume ammunition out of them. 

Some six months ago the Governor of Illinois appointed Col. Jab. 
Schaefer to his staff aa assistant musketry instructor; but 1 have not 
seen any good result of this appointment. There wae no salary, no duties 
to fill, no troops to be instructed. Tbe appointment was sound enough, 
but there was nothing done to make tbe appointment of benefit to Col. 
Schaefer, or the people of the state. The state of New York is far 
ahead of all others in this matter of musketry instruction; yet even she 
can boast of more ornameutal than useful soldiers. To arrive at any 
training of troops the state most take the matter in hand, select state 
ranges in various districts, appoint district instructors whose duties 
should be to see that regimental instructors conduct the instruction of 
the men. Make it a tine qua non of good standing that every man 
should go through a thorough course of musketry instruction and drill, 
and that before he is admitted to fall membership he be able to pre¬ 
sent a certificate of qualification. Also every man in each regiment 
should go through a brief course of musketry practice every year, and 
qualify up to a certain standard. To encourage the men to take an in¬ 
terest in their datiee. there should be regular regimental rewards, also 
rewards to tbe host man of a company, and a divisional and state cham¬ 
pionship medal, the latter to be the acme, of a soldier’s desires. By 
these meaus there would be emulation alt the way through. Men of n 
company would strive to lead, and the crack marksmeu of each 
company would strive for tbe proud place of regimental champion, 
whilst the divisional and state honors would agaiu urge each skilled 
marksman to get up higher. 

It would not cost the state very much, and tbe little paid out would 
obtain cheaply an efficient force for use as state militia, or for national 
defense or offense. 

A further advantage of the course would be to give our young meu 
an out-of-door recreation, an incentive of seeking fresh air and exer¬ 
cise, and an excasefor becoming healthier and more vigorous in body 
and brain. _

Shooting Around Wooster, Ohio. 

Chicago, III. 

Editor Chicago Field:— Having set aside a few weeks for 
shooting I availed myself of the opportunity to visit John Bolus’ 
Killbuck kennel, at Wooster, O., and do some shooting with that 
remarkable field shooter to convince myself ofwbat I heard, and 
could hardly believe, that he killed all hla birds with dust shot. 
John Bhoots a ton-bore 7jib. Whitney muzzle-loader; he also 
shoots a 12-bore 81b. Weatley Richards breech-loader, but he pre¬ 
fers his muzzle-loader, as the beat for breaking dogs. During 
my stay he used nothing but dust shot, and killed woodcocka, 
quails, snipes, pheasants and turkeys. He drove to Lake Chip- 
pawav. met me there, and we hunted to Wooster, a distance of 
twenty miles. After that we hunted south and east of Wooster, 
on the Killbuck Bottoms. Borne of our bags were as follows: 
Two days last of October, 85 woodcocks and 9 pheasants; three 
days jn November, 265 quails and 5 pheasants. On another two 
days’ shooting, 85 quails and some snipes. During our last day’s 
shooting we killed a coon Id the following manner: We raised a 
snipe in a marshy corn field but too far off to get a shot. It 
went down opposite to us In a piece of swamp ground about 300 
yards from where we stood, and as my Gordon pup had never 
worked on snipe John said It would be a good chance to break 
him, bo over we went. Mr. Bolus’ Irish Better Mack was the first 
to find the bird and came to a fine high headed point. I belng 
the nearest and having gum boots on, waded to the dog—walked 
op the bird and shot It. In the meantime my Gordon pup had 
been pointing another snipe as wo thought, and feeling rather 
flattered at his fine work I walked over to where he was, further 
out in the swamp, thinking to get a shot at another. As I neared 
him he moved on cautiously with head on high polut and tail 
straight out. I called “to ho” to him and he stopped. When 
getting by hie side what was my surprise on seeing a large 'coon 
ahont ten yards ahead with tall and back up for defense. I called 
to Bolus aud kept my dog on his point. Ab John also bad on gum

Hunting Leopards in India. —Kamandroog is a wonderful 
place fur leopards, or, as the natives insist upon culling them, 
cheetahs. The night before I arrived the commanding officer 
heard a noise outside his house, lie opened the door and the 
dog rushed out. It was lustantly seized and carried off by a 
leopard. A few days after Lliia another of his dogs was out with 
his children and the ayah. It rau down the hill into a little 
patch of jungle—gave a yell and was seen no more. Next morn 
ing a man who was Bent to search found the dog’s skull and the 
track of a full-growu leopard and several yonng ones. This was 
exciting, and my sportiug proclivities scarcely allowed me to re¬ 
main quiet uutil 1 grew strong enough to have a dash ut the 
skulking beasts. The Rajah or Suudore, with a great rabble 
rout, came to beat a jungle about live miles off. It was a fruit¬ 
less busiuess, as they Baw only one deer, which escaped without a 
shot. The commandant, the medical officer, and myself, one day 
tried the home jungle where tile dog was killed, without seeing 
more thau the fresh tracks of many leopards. The next 
week wo-organlzed a beat In a jungle a little further off, and as I 
had again the U6e of the pony carriage, I had but a comparatively 
short distance to walk to reach my post of observation, wliieli 
commanded a likely opening lo the jungle. I waited quietly at 
my post whilst the beaters went ahead. Once out ot sight and 
beyond the sounds of the human race, although close at home, 
there Is no solitude so complete as that of an Indian jungle, It 
was a fineelear day, and 1 listened Intently for indieatlous of the 
coming beast; but the Holler of leaves or the hum of a passing 
insect alone met my ear. The silence of the woods is a great in¬ 
centive to far-off memories, and 1 thought of my home and my 
children in Europe. The beautiful creeping plant —passijloTa 
Jittida —covered a rock at my feet, and It reminded me by its 
luossy-ealyxed flowers and curious fruit of the African busb, In 
which I biul last seen it. At length the sound of the beat at a 
distance aroused my attention, and with my rifle at full cock, I 
waited for the result. A heavy, old fashioned rifle, with a kick 
like that of a horse, is not a joke in the huuds of a mail enfeebled 
by recent fever. At last the noise of the beaters came nearer lo 
me. About sixty yards below my post an animal crossed a small 
open space. I got a snap-shot as it. was leaping forward, and saw 
it spring feet upwards, but it fell out of my sight. Save tills shot 
the beat was a blank one. When my friends joined me,I was sur¬ 
prised to Hud that I had killed a line muskdeer(t -<reus muschatut), 
called by the natives the jungle sheep. The bullet had hit its 
neck about two iuehes behind the skull, aud, as it had divided 
the spine, the death of the animal was instantaneous. There is 
no better preparation for suap-slioollng at deer in au Indian 
jungle than a few years’ practice at snipe on the Irish bogs. We 
shared the carcase of the deer, to the reduction of butcher's bill 
for the week, aud no better venison was ever tasted. A brother 
oflieer on leave, a few weeks after my return to quarters, brought 
home with him three spleudid leopard skins. At the expense of 
a tled-up living bait he had the luck to kill all his beasts. 1 was 
envious of his good fortune; but he was in good health and I was 
nu iuvalld, unequal to the fatigue of a night watch in the jungle.

Forest, Ontario. 

Editor Chicaoo Field:—I notice from week to week In your 
columns accounts of shooting lr. different parts of the country 
but seldom or ever do I sec a line from “This Canada of Ours.’ 
The reason 1 b simply this, that It is seldom we make a hag here 
in a day's hunt that cannot be counted ou one’s digits. 

However, I sm haopy to state that this season has been au ex¬ 
ceptional one with u's. Last Winter was an exceedingly mild 
one, and as Spring opened out early, the birds have had a long 
breeding season and in most cases have raised two broods of 
young ones, which Is evident from the size of the birds to be 
found this fall, and which in a great many cases arc composed of 
birds of different sizt-R. I was told by a farmer during the last 
week In October, that he had just the day before come across 
a quail with a brood of young ones apparently only a few days 
old. Does not this look like being a third hatching! probably 
the first or second nest having been destroyed. 

From the manner I 11 which I heard “Ah, Bob White!’ In all 
directions during the Summer, I longed for the first of October 
to put in an appe irance and l have not been disappointed In my 
anticipations of sport. We are told that there is more pleasure in 
anticipation than participation; but In shooting give me the lat 
ter and plenty of It. All sportsmen here agree that this has 
been the best season for quail we have had for years, and If we 
only get a mild Winter there will be lots of birds left over for 
another season. But alas 1 our weather prophet, Vennor, says we 
are to have a very severe one; If so, next Fall we may have to 
tramp all day, and perhaps find one bevy of birds, or at most 
two. I have put in lots of such days during the last six or seven 

^ Ruffed grouse arc very scarce with us this season, for what 

reason I don’t know. ... . , .. 

Last month I had the pleasure of spending two days in the 
field with that genial sportsman and gentleman, D Bryson, of 
Memphis, who was spending a few days in Canada. We had four 
guns out, D. Bryson and L. II. Smith shooting over Paris and 
Clip, and Chas. Murray, of London, and myself shooting over 
Temple Bar and-and—must I say It, a native, pure and simple, 
Grouse by name, and to whom, on this occasion, there was a 
tall (tale). Well, I have reasons to have a peculiar attachment to 
the old dog. He and I entered the field together nine years ago, 
and just as I begin to feel th.it I can shoot a little, and 
know something of the haunts and habits of game, it makes me 
feel very sorry to see that my poor old companion, who has 
afforded me so many good days' shooting, la now past his best, 
and from present appearance the present season will he his last 
one, as I have young dogs growing up to take his place, or, in 
other words, Mr. Editor, I have got the blues. In the two days 
we bagged 124 quails and two ruffed groUBC, and had not rain 
put a stop to our shooting about four o’clock In the afternoon 
of the second day, we Bhouht, I think, have easily made our hag 
up to 150 head, as we had two bevies of blnls nicely scattered 
and had to leayc them. We shot very evenly, and on footing up 

our score on the evening of the second day, we found that Mr. 

Bryson and L. H. Smith had beaten us by only two birds.

—Little did “Reeapper” think that he would ever again intrude 
upon your columns, but absolute justice requires it of me. For 
years past and in the face of strong opposition, I have contended 
that barrels for shot-guns of the very highest quality had not been 
made lu the United States.

I have always 
Insisted that he who wished to own a gun of the very highest 
quality, must go to the crack London makers. 1 have always in¬ 
sisted that the sportsman who could not afford to give more than 
$100 or *150 could and would get in materials and workmanship 
a very line, sound, safe and serviceable gun from any one of our 
reputable American makers, and I say so now, more than ever. 

I have always admitted, freely and frankly, that good, fine guns 
could be and were made In Birmingham ami elsewhere, but that 
many of these provincial makers were not above resnr ing to 
tricks to cover up deficiencies in their work, und that hundreds of 
foreign guns were sold in our cities for over four limes their in¬ 
trinsic value, and that, therefore, I advised sportsmen of mod¬ 
erate means to patronize American makers rather than risk 
beiug cheated by buying these foreign shams. 1 now have a gun 
built for me by Clark & Sneider, that is in all respects as supe¬ 
rior to nine-tenths of the Birmingham guns, so plenty in our gun 
shops, aa the percussion guu Is superior to the Hint-lock. 1 be¬ 
lieve that the time will coine when we will equal—perhaps beat 
—our English cousins in the manufacture of high-class barrels, as 
we have beaten them In watches, rides and farm implements, but 
that time is not yet come. 

For my vlewB, as published in past years, I have beeu abused 
by many. I have been accused of writing In the interest of Dou¬ 
gall, Tolley and others, whose guns X have meiilioned favorably, 
though I have never received a dollar in guns, money or commis¬ 
sions from any of them. What will iny accusers say now lu the 
face of the evidence produced by Capt. Ducaigne, wben Recap¬ 
per” stands confirmed in every particular! 

Mr. Editor, I say that American sportsmen owe to Capt. D 11 - 
calgne a debt of gratitude for Ills letter in vour paper of Nov. Iff, 
that they can never repay, and they owe you an equal debt for 
giving the letter publicity. 

If any there are who arc sorry to see me again In your columns 
1 have nothing to say to them, except that I believe the time sill 
vet come when they will understand me better, and do me full 
justice. I should not have written now, only that I wished lo 
thank Capt. Ducaigne in 11 s public a manner as possible, lor his 
very able, decisive and exhaustive letter.

Cooking Game.— Pekin, III.— Editor Chicago Field:—l see in 
last number directions how “To cook game.’’ These are very 
timely and mostly good. Having for uianv years past shot and 
eaten a great deal of “game” most of which was cooked In a 
different way from your directions, 1 thought, it might benefit 
those fond of variety In cooking to give “my plan.” 

In the first place, my experience disagrees with your state¬ 
ments that “Game is more tender if cooked at once than if kept 
over night.’’ I think It Improves in tenderness aud flavor hy be¬ 
ing kept “over night,” and over many nights, too, IT in the open 
air, with feathers left on and the weather Is not hot.

seldom without. Its burden of qualify snipes, prairie chickens, 
ducks, pheasants or wild turkeys, all with their feathers on. 
Not unfrequeutly birds hang there from live to thirty days and 
nighte. Their good qualities, i think, improving with each day 

they hang. .. . , . 

The best way I have ever fouud to eook all game not cooked 
whole is to xmiithrr it, as cooks term the process, In a skillet cov¬ 
ered tightly. Prepare the game by cleanly dressing and washing. 
Season with salt, pepper and a few thin slices of fat sweet pickled 
pork; place hi an Iron skillet and pour lu hot water till about 
one-third full, cover tightly and put over hot lire till done to 
taste. Steam from evaporation of the water makes the birds 
tender and cooks them through, heave them lu the skillet till 
well browned. Gravy or dressing may he made if desired. \\ hen 
cooked sufficiently—(don’t let them get ‘dried out")—prepare 
drv toasted bread, nicely browned and well buttered, to serve each 
bird or piece on. A little juice squeezed from a fresh lemon on 
the bird after laid ou its piece of toast improves the llavor greatly 
for most persous. .... .... 

Ail gfftint? cooked //'holt should he roflfU'd or bilked in u tight 
oven or baker, having some water In it to lender the bird with 
steam and prevent the "juices being dried out of it." 

To prepare it for the oven or baker, till with light bread sea¬ 
soned to taste, and if duck or wild goose, some potato and onion 
should he added. All birds baked or roasted should be covered 
with thin slices of fat sweet-pickled pork bound on with white 
cotton wrapping twine such as grocers use in t.yiug their pack¬ 
ages. This hasting with (at pork greatly improves both flavor 
and tenderness id the game. Tame chickens and turkeys are 
equally bencliied by its use, and fresh fish fried or broiled with 
slices of fat pork in place of lard are far more delicious, and cau 
be further improved iu flavor by a squeeze of fresh lemon when 
served on table. 

If above suggestions in cooking game, lisli and tame fowls, 
shall enable any hunter or other lover of game or "creature 
comforts," to Improve the cooking thereof, then I shall be well 
paid for imparting tills information. J. H.

Weld :—Field shooting with us at this place ts very good this 
Fall, owing, principally, to the "game laws," though of course 
there are some farmers that dun‘t kuow a "sportsman" from a 
"pot-hunter," and are too mean and stingy to put up more than 
one signboard on a 200 acre farm, and that one will very likely 
he put up at the front door of the house. Wbeu we come to the 
corner of his tield and see no sign telling us our company is not 
desired, we of course go on to his nice farm and send out our 
dogs; get up a nice covey of tw-enty or twenty-five quails; bang, 
bang, go our two guus. But before we can get new Bhells iuto 
the gun a "terrible and flerce looklng granger'' with "bull dog” 
and "bull whip" jumps out of the hedge and yells out, "What 

in -are you doing there; don’t you know that farm is 

posted and I ain’t agolug to have any d-d loafers running 

over my land, shooting my turkeys and chickens.’’ We take oil 
our "caps" and say, "Good morning, sir; how do you do; we did 
uot know your land was posted, or we certainly should uot have 
thought of coming ou to it; we are sportsmen just out for a little 
recreation; we live in the city, sir, can't Bhoot much, so no dan¬ 
ger of killing many of your quails. Won’t you have a cigar or a 
little old B.” “Well It is a klud of cool this morning and don’t 
care if I do.” “Hank, have you got a match! give this geulle- 
man a light. Would you have auy objections, sir, to our going 
through your grounds? We will not shoot any if you object very 
much." “Well, you may go through and shoot a few, but don’t 
kill many, as I want to ‘trap’ them myself when the right time 
comes.” “Trap them! why don’t you kuow it is against the 
law to trap quails i” "You don’t say so. I did not know that 
a man can’t trap quails on his own land! That beats all! Weil 
all right, you are pretty good fellows and may shoot a few, but 
not many."

“By their works ye shall kuow them,” Is not only applicable 
to men, but to birds. 1 believe there. Is no surer way of placing 
a bird In Its proper order than by noting the location and struc¬ 
ture of Us nest. There are certain characteristics so strongly 
shown that there can hardly be a failure to distinguish orders, 
families and even species, one from another. The nature and 
hahits of the bird are to me as surely Indicated by the locality 
and formation of the nest it builds as by any other means. There 
are Instances of ecceutrle nidifieution, but the very rarity of these 
instances point out the more clearly how forcible Is the law of 
uature that controls birds In these duties of life. 

The eagle, virtually king of birds, fears not the depredations 
of any and has no cause for the concealment of its young. There¬ 
fore it but builds a shallow nest of rough sticks to keep the callow 
brood oil t.ie cold rocks. It does uot build upon a tree, for It Is 
no forest hunter. Its prey is ou the plains and hillsides, hence 
it builds ou some eolgu of vantage whence It can command a vast 
stretch of its hunting ground, and dash ou lightulng pinion to 
secure its booty. The fish eagle locates near water for the very 
reason that its congener does not—because its food is derived 
from the water and not from the land. 

The vulture, too, is a bird of prey and fears not the assault of 
winged foe. Hence he too builds on lofty exposed sites, whether 
on giant tree-top or mountain ledge; elevation la its desire so 
that it may detect any fellow scavenger circling downward to the 
feast. 

The falcons follow the eagles In their choice of sites, for their 
preying is of a similar kind, though the lesser species of bird hun¬ 
ters build in lofty trees, to be nearer tbelrgame, and perhaps, too, 
the easier to teach their young to thread the forest aisles iu pur¬ 
suit of the fleeing quarry. The hawks and kites follow on iu the 
same general direction, but the harriers and buzzards—chasers of 
rats and mice, and small ground game that dwell in marsheB— 
have to hunt closely over the reeds, rushes and grass tussocks, so 
seek no lofty aerie, but build their nests on some grassy knoll or 
tuft iu the marsh so that they may have the shortest possible dis¬ 
tance to carry food to their young. 

All these are robbers and as such live lu solitude, even as bold 
barons of feudal days, each having Its hunting ground over which 
It lorded with despotic sway till a mightier dispossessed It. 

The next group are robbers, too, not bold hlghwaymeu that 
heed not the light of day, but night prowlers. The owls have 
their solitude hut seek no towering tree top or lofty crag for 
their nests. Their young are not to be schooled to look the sun 
iu the face, but to see iu the Dtght; consequently in some deep, 
dark hole in hollow tree or elsewhere whence light is excluded 
the owl lays its eggs. 

Then we have a small peculiar class of robbers—bushwhackers 
we may call them—the shrikes. They are eagles and falcons In 
daring and rapacity, but in power only able to cope with the tits, 
wrens, sparrows, and finches that inhabit the bushes aud hedge¬ 
rows, therefore the tangled brake and thorny fence ts the butcher 
bird’s resort, for, when he has more prey than his Immediate ap¬ 
petite demands, he spikes It ou a thorn hard by his nest, even as 
a butcher hangs his meat around his store. 

The crows, daws, jays and magpies are robbers, too, though 
not daring, dashing hunters and chasers of live game. They are 
the sneak and petty larcenisls of avial life. They steal a bone 
from a Dapping hound or murder the brood of some small bird if 
they can do so on the sly. They are cowards at heart and show 
their cowardice by protecting or concealing their nests. Deep tn 
a hollow tree or craggy crevice the daw places Its nest. The 
crow, jay, and magpie seek dense follaged trees, and even then 
more or less roof over their nests to hide their eggs from view. 
They have no winged depredator—other tbau their kindred—to 
fear, but guilty conscience prompts suspicion. 

Turn from the robbers to the galtuaeeous fowls—what may he 
called ground runners—aud note there how the laws of nature 
control nest building and nest hiding. All this order of birds 
seek their food on the ground by running to and fro. They can 
fly, they do fly, and most of them are tree roosters at night, yet 
there is not a single species that 1 have become acquainted with 
that builds elsewhere than on the ground. Nor do they build 
much of nests, for in most cases they are merely depressions lu 
the soil, either scratched or selected, with very little lining to 
them. Why ts this i The birds know by Instinct that their 
young arc capable of running very soon after hatchment, and 
that the quickest way of getting their young fed is to take them 
to the food, aud for these reaaous they place their nests on the 
ground instead of in trees or bushes. Again, their plumage, 
though so varied, blends with the colors of the grasses and herb¬ 
age of the locality they dwell and nest in so well as to render 
discovery by a seeker extremely difficult. Eveu the common barn¬ 
door fowl eiscliews patent nests and suug corners In the barn or 
hay loft for a scant, hollow under a hazel bush or in a bunch of 
dock leaves. 

Turn from the land runners to the sea swimmers, and notice 
how different, circumstances hearing in the same direction cause 
these opposite orders to seek the ground for a nesting place. The 
guils, puflina, auks, etc., live on theses and derive their food en 
tirely therefrom, for, though gulls are fouud occasionally Inland 
they are only driven there by stress of weather, aud not led by 
choice. No materl.. Is for nest building arc found on the bosom 
of the ever-restless deep, so that the birds do not try to build a 
nest. They place their eggs upon the ground, In some depression 
If possible, but otherwise on the flat rock or surface of the soil, 
and as near the watei edge as convenient. 

To prevent this recklessness of theirs from militating against 
the reproduction of the species, by the blowing away of the eggs 
by the wind, the Almighty lias so formed the eggs of these birds 
that when blown upon by the wind they do not roll but turn 
round in a circle, tbe small end being the bub and the large end 
being the periphery. The cider duck builds a uest and lines It 
with her own down; but this, to me, only the more proves Its 
right to be considered a duck. 

Take tbe fresh-water fowls, such as ducks, teals, geese, swans, 
etc., and where are their neats found! Hard by lake, pond or 
stream, but by choice on an Island. Tbelr nests are not found as 
are the nests of the water rail, coot and greebe, floating on the 
water, because they are amphibious birds, being grazers on land 
grasses as well as on aquatic plants. The latter, however, are 
Insectivorous or live mainly on aquatic animal life. ,To them the 


land has no charms, than for what they can pick up along the 
shore, nor the water any fears, as their young are swimmers at 
birth. The materials of the nests of the cool or grebe are also in¬ 
dications of its habits, as they are made of light, floatable ma¬ 
terials and sufficiently bulky to float parent and eggs ou any rise 
of the water. 

Tbe waders, however, follow the example of the ducks, and 
build on terra ftrma because they are not wafer birds, and their 
young require a footing od dry land, or In water not too deep for 
their infant legs. 

Pass again from aquatic birds to the peumret or percbers, aud 
you will And that they build In low trees or hushes among which 
their lives are-ehlefly spent In search of food aud recreation. 

No one finding the neat of a wren or titmouse would for an 
instant imagine its builder a bold robber, hut would deem him a 
quiet, secluslve fellow fonder of minding his own business than 
that of others. Take the nest of the golden-crested wren and 
notice how suggestive Is its location and formation of the bird's 
habits. It is 111 a tree, mostly a conifer, aud under a dense sprig 
Is hung the neat and elegant structure in which is raised the 
young gold-crests. The bird Itself Is a quiet, gentle, unobtrusive 
creature that climbs ahout the twigs of trees, under and over, 
peering steadily in every direction In search of Us prey, the aphes 
and other minute insect parasites of the vegetable kingdom. 

Is there not a reason that swallows and swifts build about 
houses, tall chimneys and, in uninhabited regions, under the 
eaves of craggy cliffs! Their food is taken (or the most part 
high up lu tile open air away from trees and bushes, consequently 
they select the most contiguous place to their food. Again, they 
are long-winged birds, aud It Is easier to sail out Into the air from 
the side of a house or crag tban from the close environment of 
twigs and leaves. 

I think that my remarks can no better bo concluded than by 
adducing the climbers as the crowning Instance of the habits 
of the bird regulating its nesting. The woodpeckers dig out a 
hole by flrst working transversely to the perpendicular axis of 
the tree, and then down parallel with It to some considerable 
depth, placing their eggs at the bottom, tile fuutiel heiog too 
narrow for the exerciaeof the wiugs. Why should this he! 

These birds pursue their prey by climbing, or rattier hopping, 
upwards aloug the trunks of trees, and the flrst requisite to their 
existence is this mode of progression. To have the young out 
of the nest before they could thus shift for themselves, would 
be no relief to the parental duties, but would rather embarrass 
the birds' efforts to provide for their brood. The young arc 
therefore ao placed that they cannot wander, till, through many 
failures, they can fulfill the function essential to providing for 
themselves. When they can climb up out of their fuunel, they 
can ascend a tree trunk and take their flrst lessons in hunting 
for the lusects and larvae upon which they live. 


The Muneil Fox of Paraguay. 


In our last issue we mentioned the maned fox of Paraguay as 
beiug crossed with the arraisllc dog, making a good hunting dog. 

We now present our readers with the aceouut of this animal 
given by De Azaru, who was a naturalist of considerable note In 
the early part of this century. Cuvier lias named it caiiU juba- 
(w: 

“The Guaranese call this animal Agaara guazu which signifies 
Agaara, or great fox; the PayaguaB Indians gave it the name of 
raraepaga; in Chili it goes by the appellation of Catpeu; and In 
Moxos by that of Ocorome. I have caught four males at differ¬ 
ent times, which were identical, the smallest towards the end of 
September, which appeared to me to have been whelped at the 
end of July or the beginning of August. My friend Noseda 
caught another about two monthe old, and wishing to domesti¬ 
cate it, fed it ou raw beef, which from its inability to digest it, 
seems to have occasioned its death. 

“We together caught another afterwards,which might be about 
three months old; and seeing it could uot digest raw beef, we 
gave it but seldom. On these occasions, however, it was In the 
habit of throwing it up. To prevent this annoyance, we cooked 
the meat he ate, but still it could not digest it; in about a month 
afterwards he got loose from his chain and escaped. During his 
short captivity we observed that ou any one approaching he 
growled and harked in the same manner as a dog, although tn a 
more vehement and confused tone. He drank by lapping; and 
in eating be trod on the flesh with his paws, tearing It to pieces 
with his mouth. He was fond of rats, sugar-cane, oranges, eggs 
and small birds; but I observed that he paid no attention to, nor 
ever attempted to pounce upon the poultry, which sometimes 
passed within his reach 

“In a wild state they commit uo havoc amongst tbe herds or 
lesser flocks ; and as they Inhabit only the extensive lowlands and 
marehes of Paraguay as far as, and uever to the south of, the river 
La Plata, I have no doubt that they feed on rats, apereas, or 
guinea pigs, small birds, and certain vegetables if they meet with 
them; but chiefly on snails, toads, frogs, reptiles and on the can- 
grejos, or land crabs, which abound In the level plains and sand¬ 
banks, not In rivers, and which are of the same Bpeeles as those 
eaten in Spain, and which tbe French call ecm-issrs. 

“They walk with very long paces, nB might be expected from 
the length of their legs; they run a good deal,and are pre-eminently 
animals of plnuder, although they always fly fr.un man, and even 
from dogs; they are solitary, and have the reputation of being 
great swimmers. It ts asserted that iu their wild state they have 
no other voice than ‘gouaa,’ which they repeat very often, Bnd 
very loudly, being heard at a gfeat distance. There are no very 
marked differences between the sexes." 

Burmuistcr, writing In 1856, half a century later, corroborates 
the account of Ills predecessor,and he further says, all authorities 
agree that It Is excessively timid and shy, avoiding men and 
dogs; and he describes Its food as consisting of small animals, 
such as lambs, pacas, agoutis, amongst mammals, tlnamons and 
other birds; that, when pressed it eats reptiles, and even insects, 
and that vegetables, such as large-fruited solanums, bananas, and 
sugar-caneB, form a favorite part of Its dietary. 

Burmeister says It Inhabits the open country, not going far into 
tbe forests. Its gait he describes as shambling, and its habits as 
generally nocturnal. 

A specimen which has been long a desideratum in collections 
is In the Zoological Gardena, Regent's Park, London, England. 
It was obtained through the agency of Mr. Petty, of Buenos 
Ayres, and is the only specimen ho has seen during a residence 
of many years. 

Influence of Temperature on Animalb. —A scries of ex¬ 
periments has recently been made by M. Theodor, in Bavaria, ou 
the respiration of a cat, under the Influence of different tempera¬ 
tures of the surrounding sir. They appear to be of a valuable 
character, the animal having been kept for all months (December 
to June) In a small reaplratlon apparatus, under uniform condi¬ 
tions of nutrition. For the production of tbe higher tempera¬ 
tures, the room In which the apparatus stood was strougly heated. 
For the lower temoeratures observations were made on cold Win¬ 
ter days, with theroom unheated, or tbe cast containing the ani¬ 
mal was placed In the open sir, before the window, and connected 
with the rest of tbe apparatus by means of a caoutchouc tube. 
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The cat hail a weight of 2.8 kilos., and received dally, up to the 
3lat of December, 100 g. of meat, carefully cut up, and 10 g. of 
pure fat, but ae the cat's weight somewhat fell off with tills rcgl- 
inen, the dally portion was increased after 31st December to 120 g. 
meat and 15 g. flit. With this Increase of food the cat for aome 
time gained In weight. Then from 10th January to 80th March 
It remained at about the same weight, and from the latter date 
with the coming lu of the warm season, It gradually Increased in 
weight, ao that at the end of the experiment It weighed 3,047 g. 
The author hence eoueludeB that in Summer less food is necessary 
than In Winter, since an amount which during the cold Winter 
months merely maintained the body at a constant weight, pro¬ 
duced In Summer a considerable Increase of weight. Oue cause 
of this Increase, It Is suggested, may be the lesB frequent and in¬ 
tense motion of the animal In warm weather .—Mirror of Science. 


Swallows Buildino in Doohs. —A lady writing to the London, 
Eugland, St milord, narrates the following story: About ten 
years ago,when living at Worton Rectory, lu Oxfordshire. I found 
a swallow’s nest In the book-shelf of an unoedupied room. With 
much reluctance 1 had It removed, and cleared a space Inside the 
north window, which was left open, and the room left undis¬ 
turbed for a few days. Ou re-entering the room I found them 
building again; this time precisely where I had desired they should, 
on a bracket high up just inside the window. On my taking pos¬ 
session of the room the swallows were not in the I east disconcerted 
by my presence, but carried on all tbelr operations with perfect 
confidence, and were most Interesting and amusing to watch. 
Two broods were hatched and reared, and the same the following 
year, always in the same place. They would have repaired the 
old nest aud made It serve for all, but tbiB I prevented by destroy¬ 
ing It after every brood. They would return to the nest to roost 
longafter they were able to fly, and the lust brood of the year would 
return on cold nights or during a storm after they had their fall 
feathers, and almost up to the time of migration. The cock bird 
was greatly delighted on his first discovery of the lookiug-glasa, 
and contemplated himself therelu for a long time. On mornings 
when the windows were shut, the family would come down to the 
wardrobe, and sit in a row facing the bed, whilst the mother 
would fly round my head till 1 got up aud let them out; but as 
a general rule they kept well to their own quarters, and did not 
interfere with the comfort of the rest of the room. Before an¬ 
other Summer we left the neighborhood and I heard no more of 
ray feathered friends. 


M ig cation op Stoiiks. —A correspondent of the Denteehe iMiid- 
mrthedmftliehe /Ve*#r,who had an exceptionally favorable opportu¬ 
nity of witnessing the recent migration of storks from the Prieg- 
nitz districts, communicates to that journal the following details 
on the subject: “The advanced guard took flight about the mid¬ 
dle of August, and were followed by the maiu body on the 2d of 
September, the birdscoming from the direction of Pomerania and 
Mecklenburg, and following exactly the same course as their pred¬ 
ecessors of a fortnight earlier date. The flock wa6 of enormous 
size, numbering many thousands. Owing to the unfavorable 
weather which obtained the birds circled about unusually near 
to the ground, and the observer was consequently able to note 
distinctly how the young ones were placed in the middle of the 
flock, and carefully guarded on all sides by their ciders. Some of 
the latter appeared to be detailed for the special duly of keeping 
an eye on the tall end of the flock, and encouraging the stragglers 
aud loiterers by striking them at intervals with their wiugs. 
The migration seems to have been conducted In a very leisurely 
manner, the distance covered In twenty minutes’ time being about 
half a German mile, or less than two aud a half English miles.”

The Old Berkshire Hounds nnd Country. 

“Thou art not false, but thou art fickle,” must have been the 
reflection of many a man as he thought of the sad pranks which 
the goddess who presides over the fortunes of fox hunting has 
sometimes played him. Now, It is rain that comes to spoil the 
fun of a favorite fixture in some low-lying country that needs no 
addition to its normal moisture; then, alter a few days of down¬ 
pour, just as you are thinking what a glorious scent the erstwhile 
dry plough and fallow will hold, there comes a frost, a kllliug 
frost, that hardens the ground to the destruction of all chance of 
hunting; and again, when you have been nursiugyour knees dis¬ 
consolately 1q front of a fire at home, uuder the conviction that 
no hounds could cross the frozen Helds on such a bllingly cold 
day, comes a friend with the pleasing assurance that there was not 
a sign of frost In that glorious pasture country you had been so 
long making up your mind to have a day acrosB, and “the houuds 
went for forty-live minutes like steam.” Something of the same 
fate befalling myself suggests these gloomy reflections. Arrange 
meats for a day with the old Berkshire hounds on Thursday of 
this week seemed entirely broken through by some forty hours of 
almost unyielding frost—hard ou the Amt day, and still harder 
on the second. AH thought of bunting was abandoned on reach¬ 
ing Dldcot, and a visit to the kennels decided on; but still it 
seemed as well to take the appointed place of meeting in our way 
to Ab ngdon, on the off-chance of finding the hounds there, as the 
fixture was at Suttoo-Courtocy Abbey, the home of Mr. Theobald, 
a very keen and enthusiastic sportsman.

And through ibe fields the road ruos by- 

might in glorious 8ummer be a fair description of the byway 
leading from Didcot to the little village; but on a frosty January 
day the fields are only a succession of hardened brown ridges and 
furrows, and the road, such ae it Is, merely a mass of rugged 
wheel ruts, whoBO roughness only thOBe can appreciate who 
have tried to ride along them when the Ice-grip la hard ou all the 
land round about. Such a journey enabled one to judge pretty 
correctly of the chance of bounds running, and at this hour the 
ground seemed too hopelessly hard for the idea to be entertained. 
It was little matter for surprise, therefore, that ODly two or three 
horsemeu were seen wending their way toward the abbey, and 
only the same small number of lb,d horses on the lawn there, to 
Indicate that some early arrivals were already enjoying the hos¬ 
pitality of their host. Thoughts of turning desperately home¬ 
wards were being freely expressed, when toward noon all hearts 
were made glad by the appearance of Treadwell and the hounds; 
but still the midday suusblne hardly seemed to have sufficient 
power to Justify a move toward covert. 

The half-hour of delay before Lord Graven arrived could not 
be better employed tban In looking over the hounds, and indulg¬ 
ing In a chat with the huntsman, whose name revives recollections 
of the glorious days In Dorsetshire when Mr. Farquharson 
reigned over one of the beat hunting establishments inr England, 
and the celebrated Jem Treadwell made a reputation which will 
never fade, as long as the skill of a huntsman flndB proper 
recognition at the bands of those for whose sport he does so 
much, and hla memory Is cherished by l hem. The present Old 
Berkshire hero Is son of this great Dorsetshire hero (who died 


about three years ago, at the age of seventy-four, having beeu 
born with the century), and followers of Lord Craveu’s hounds 
are ready to declare that the mautle of a famous father ucver fell 
on a more worthy representative. At what age John Treadwell 
was entered to fox I canuotBay; but It must have beeu very early 
lu life that he won his first reputation as a hard-rldlug whip In 
Hampshire. When the century had reached Its meridian, he was 
carrying the horn in Essex with Mr. Henley Greaves, who had 
succeeded Mr. Conyers In the mastership. From there these two 
migrated to the pleasant pastures of the Cottesmore country, 
and when, after a brief reign of five years there, Mr. Greaves 
found the difficulties Incidental to following such a popular and 
lavish M.F.H. as 8lr Richard Sutton too much for him, TreaOwell 
went over the borders as huntsman to Lord Stamford In the 
Quoru country, where, twenty years before, his uncle, Charles 
Treadwell (Mr. Horlock’s celebrated whip) had carried the horn. 
There he remained until the “Vale of Cashmere” changed hands 
111 1863; then he rejoined Mr. Henley Greaves, who had just suc¬ 
ceeded Mr. Duffleld In the mastership of the O.B. II.; aud here 
he has kept an honored place through all changes of regime 
since. 

A brief glance at the history of the country may be interesting. 
The early records are somewhat shrouded in myBtery, and little 
can be said with certainty beyond the fact that it formed part of 
the vast tract formerly hunted by the celebrated fifth Earl of 
Berkeley aud his tawney-coated retainers, and afterwards by the 
Oldacres. Mr. Codrington, whose fox-liunting fame was equally 
great lu Berkshire aud iu Wilts, aud who entered Jem Treadwell 
to the craft, was master early in the century, and held the reins 
of office until 1824. Mr. Harvey Combe then came to revive the 
old custom by hunting tills country conjointly with the Old Berke¬ 
ley, and two years after Lord Kintore assumed the mastership, 
and added fresh lustre to it by his brilliant feats lu the saddle 
when he and Assbcton Smith contended so often for the lead. 
Three years later there was another change, and the Hon. H. 
Moreton, afterwards Lord Ducie, succeeded, aud his reign was sig¬ 
nalized by a division of the country, the portion now known as 
the Vale of White Horse being separated from the parent hunt. 
Mr. Moreton took to the new, and Mr. Barker, of Worcester, to 
the old country; and after one short year the latter gentleman 
was succeeded by Lord Radnor, who, however, only held office 
two seasons. This brings us to 1834, when fortunately there 
was a cessation of these frequent changes, Mr. Moreland continu¬ 
ing at tile head of affairs for many years, uutil be in turn gave 
place to Mr. Morrell, whose period of mastership, with Jooes nnd 
Clark as huntsmen, formed a brilliant epoch, which unfortu- ■ 
nately ended In the total dispersion of a splendid pack of hounds 
that had beeu bred with much care aud judgment. After some 
difficulty In the selection of a successor, Mr. Duffleld undertook 
the responsibilities In 1859, aud his resignation four years later 
was generally regretted. Again the hounds were sold, and t here¬ 
fore the present pack lias been entirely formed within the last 
fifteen seasons, for eight of which they were In Mr. Greaves’ 
hands, four under the joint management of Lord Craven and Mr. 
Duffleld, and the remainder In his lordship’s charge as sole mas¬ 
ter. Through these fifteen years of ehauge, however, there has 
luckily been no change of huntsmen, and Treadwell there¬ 
fore has had some chance of forming a pack after 

his own heart. The blood Introduced by Mr. Greaves is 

still strongly represented; but the Infusion of fashionable strains 
from Lord Fltzhardioge’s, Loi-d Coventry’s, Lord Macclesfield’s, 
and Lord Portsmouth’s has tended to raise them to a very high 
standard, Bhowing that Treadwell’B skill Is not. less conspicuous 
In the kennel than in the field. By Lord Portsmouth’s celebrated 
Guardsman there are six and a half couples in the prime of hound 
life, now In tbelr third season; nine couples among the two-year- 
olds by Ills lordship’s still more famous Hazard, and two couples 
by Sailor. The young entry numbers many good ones; among 
tnem Chanticleer, Chieftain and Cromwell, by Lord Coventry’s 
Rambler out of his Cressida, the best of which, though not the 
handsomest, is perhaps the keen little Chieftain; Furrier, a long, 
low, and very good-looklDg son of Ills lordship's Fisherman and 
Vanity; and, in fact, all the six and a half couples that owe 
paternity to such favored sires as the Croome, Rambler, Rum 
mager, Fisherman, Victor, aud Singer, show admirable foxhound 
quality, though, running as they do to yeilow-pie and light tan, 
some lovers of “hard colors” might object to them on this tic- 
couut. Treadwell had brought out on Thursday all the smaller 
pack, because, as he said, “they could Bkim over the frozen 
plough like birds,” and certainly there was every 6ign of their 
being able to race, in their clean, shapely, and muscular limbs 
and great liberty, combined with rare depth and power of frame. 
Of tne seventeen and a half eouple9 I may single out the lilack- 
tlcked Fugitive, by York and Alnsty Damper, from Fran 1c; 
Frantic was by Mr. Greaves's Ruler, a son of Cheshire Regent 
and Fearless; Regent was by Lord Yarboro’s Rallywoud, the 
famous progenitor of the great Belvoir race, and Fearless was by the 
Cheshire Rookwood; so the blood is good enough. Fugitive has 
a peculiar tongue, but it never lies; no hound In the pack can 
tell sooner whether there is a fox in covert, or hunt him more 
persistently when once he gets away. Then there is Fickle, a 
two-year old light tan daughter of Lord Portsmouth's Hazard and 
F.riendly, who can hunt, drive and race with the. best. Vulcan, a 
light badger-pied hound, is by Hazard, out of Varnish, the latter 
bred by Lord Macclesfield. Liberty is a handsome little rich tan 
bitch, by Lord Portsmouth's Guardsman; aud Turquin, in my 
opinion the liaudsomc6t of all, with great bone, rib, msucular 
thighs, and shapeliness all over, is by the Eggesford Sailor 
out of Tempest. Larkspur, a tieked-tan son of Cardinal, 
aud of Lord Leconfield's Lavish, is descended, through Meync 
Conqueror, from Mr. Lane Fox’s Carver. Of Lord Macclesfield’s 
blood, the comely little Buxom, by his Boaster out of Bravery, 
struck me as being psrticularly good. Bravery, by Lord Levon- 
field’s Rally wood, was bred by Mr. Greaves, her dam Buxom 
being by Fltzwllliam Blueeap. Tippler, out of Tempest, Is another 
good-looking and very trustworthy son of the South Oxfordshire 
Boaster. I must close my h< uud notes for the present with a 
word of admiration for Charmer, a three-year-old daughter of 
Rustic (who was by Lord Coventry’s Roamer) and Charity.— 
Plantaobnet, in London Field. 


Queen's Countv (N. Y.) Hunt.— The weather was rough and 
raw, but as the greater part of the run between Jamaica und 
Eastmeadow Brook, covered by the Queen’s County Hunt, was 
sheltered here anil there by accidents iu the ground, such as 
pieces of woodland, low hills and other natural objects, the hunt¬ 
ers did not much mind the rawness of the day.

J. B., Council Bluffs.—Cau you tell me how to break a dog ol biting 
birds when retrieving? Aus.—Take a bird of the size of u quail and 
ran wires through it to different direct! m*, jiial long enough for the 
ends to lie concealed under the feuthers. Make him retrieve thin 
every time you shoot till he wilt retrieve teuderly. tbeu try him on (he 
bird just killed, but return to the wired one occasionally as a reminder 
to be careful. A quail is better than a larger bird because it can be 
taken entire into the dog's mouth Work him ou the wired bird at 
home at well an in the field, aud If be refuse* to bring it force him by 
whatever means you have been accustomed to employ to compel obedi¬ 
ence. 

J. W. n , Greenfield.—I have a stubborn dog and want something 
besides the whip to compel him to mind me. Will you tell me how a 
spike collar is made? Aus. - It will pay you hotter to get a Von l.'uliu 
collar with the directions which accompany it than In try to make one 
yourself, if, however, you prefer to try your hand, get a Hat strap like 
a collar, but longer. At each end put an iron ring, but let one be 
smaller than the other, so that it can be passed through the larger, 
maklug a slip-noose. Put this on the dog's neck, and drawing it close, 
measure the length of strap passing round the neck, then with an awl 
pierce holes at intervals of two lucho* aud put iu a shingle nail broken 
off so that the end projecting bevond the leather will not be over half 
au luch long. Sew a strip of leather outside of the collar to prevent 
the nails being pushed out. and the thing i* complete. Do not sharpen 
the nails, as they will punish severely enough aud yet uolpeuelrale the 
skin.
